Marlboro Yamaha’s Eddie Lawson 
won both legs of the rain-sodden 
International Road Race in Sugo, 
Japan on October 6. Lawson beat 
Japan's Tadahiko Taira in the first 
race after an early battle with 
Christian Sarron (Yam) ended when 
the Frenchman crashed on lap 10. 
In the second race, Lawson topped 
Yamaha-mounted Hasagawa and 
Honda V-Four-mounted Kenoshita. 
Second overall went to Hasagawa 
by virtue of his 5-2 finish with 
Kenoshita's 4-3 score rounding 
out the top three. 





Sweden topped host country Spain to 
win the World Trophy Team compe- 
tition and East Germany won the 
Junior World Trophy over Spain in 
the 1985 International Six Days 
Enduro. Third in the World Trophy 
competition fell to East Germany, 
while the American team finished 
fourth. In the Junior World Trophy 
competition, the American entry fin- 
ished eighth. The United States 
fielded 35 riders, with a total of 31 
finishing. Larry Roeseler (Hus) was 
the top American scorer and earned a 
gold medal in the Four-Stroke ranks, 
while John Martin (C-A), Fred Hoes 
(Hus), Jeff Fredette (Kaw), Jeff Rus- 
sell (Hus), Dave Bertram (Hus), Drew 
Smith (Hon) and Jeff Irwin (Hus) 
also earned gold medals. Twelve 
American riders earned silver medals, 
with 11 taking bronze medals. Com- 
plete coverage next week. 


Chuck Stearns, former SCORE 
off-road racer and first American 
rider to finish the grueling Paris- 
Dakar race succumbed to leuke- 
mia on October 6; memorial servi- 
ces will be held at 4:00 p.m. on 
Thursday, October 10, at the 
Eternal Valley Cemetary off High- 
way 14 at the San Fernando Rd. 
exit in Newhall, California. 


Steve Ballmer took first place among 
the motorcycles at the La Carrera 
coast-to-coast race, run from San 
Felipe to Ensenada, Mexico. The 
course was conducted completely on 
public highways, which were closed 
by Mexican authorities for the dura- 
tion of the event. Entries were limited 
to single-cylinder machines displac- 
ing less than 608cc. Unheard of in 
modern racing, Ballmer rode his 
street-legal KLR600 Kawasaki to the 
start of the event, and finished the 
140-mile road course with an average 
speed of 90.40 mph. Second place was 
atiebetween Kawasaki-mounted Cliff 
Carr and Scott Walter (Yam); fourth 
place went to Loyal Truesdale aboard 
a Honda, and fifth to Jeff McCarthy 
with a Ducati. In sixth place was the 
winner of this year's Iron Butt rally, 
George Egloff, aboard a Honda Ascot.

Little known fact: Cycle Tech Rac- 
ing's up-and-coming road racing 
star John Kocinski will not be able 
to compete in the FIM-sanctioned 
1986 Daytona 200 because he 
won't be 18 until after the race; 
FIM rules require all riders to be 18 
or older. 


Dave Aldana has announced that he 
will not compete in remaining WERA 





National Endurance Series rounds 
for Cycle Tech Racing. “The whole 
thing just kind of fell apart," Aldana 
said. “They still owe me a lot of 
money. I had a feeling it would end 
up like this." 


The AFM road race originally sche- 
duled for October 20 has been 
changed to November 9-10; the 
race will still be held at Willow 
Springs in Rosamond, California. 


Halmar will, once again, be organiz- 
ing a trip to the Isle of Man TT road 
races scheduled for May 26 through

Commenting on Rick Johnson's 
decision to join Team Honda in 
1986, Team Honda's Dave Arnold 
said ''He really wanted to come to 
Honda. I didn't even want to nego- 
tiate until he tried the bikes, be- 
cause some guys just want to go 
the highest bidder. But we went 
out with him and rode our bikes 
and liked them. He liked the bikes 
and he thought he'd like the sup- 
port, and it wasn't a case of him 
getting a lot of money.” 


Although the speedway season has 
ended at most facilities in southern 
California, Ascot South Bay Stadium 
will continue to run on Thursday 
nights until November 7. Ascot will 
also host the Junior Nationals on 
Friday, October 11.

Interceptor series may go 


nationwide

American Honda Motor Co. may take the Honda VF500 Interceptor 
Series — run in conjunction with 1985 AFM races at Willow Springs 
Raceway — nationwide in 1986. The eight-race AFM series, which 
pays $1000 in purse per event and features a $7500 points fund, is 
limited to box-stock VF500Fs and has proven to be extraordinarily 
competitive. Going into the final event scheduled for November 10, 
Richard Moore and Steve Reynosa are tied for first in points, with 


Joe Solis in third and within reach. 


News that the series may go nationwide in 1986 comes from series 
promoter Jim Moore, who told Cycle News that Honda is consider- 
ing sponsoring series events sanctioned by South Carolina-based 
WERA, Connecticut-based AAMRR, southern California-based 
AFM, Oregon-based OMRRA, Colorado-based MRA and Texas- 


based CRRC (under WERA). 


No plans are being considered to work with AMA /CCS because 
that organization lacks stock classes, Moore said. 

Under the 1986 plan, the top five riders in each organization would 
be invited to a national run-off at the end of the season with a 
$20,000 purse. Individual race purses may also be increased from 
1985's $1000 per event, which pays $450 to win, $250 for second, 
$150 for third, $100 for fourth and $50 for fifth. 


Cooley was on hand for the MRA- 
sanctioned Yamaha GP held on Octo- 
ber 5-6 and also in teaching the riders 
school, along with Fred Merkel, Sam 
McDonald and Ricky Orlando, on 
the Friday previous to the race. Over 
2000 fans watched as McDonald dom- 
inated the GP en route to collecting 
$2200 for his efforts; McDonald later 
donated $200 of his prize money to 
the Cooley fund. 


Rock Oil has signed three new rid- 
ers to use and endorse their pro- 
duct for 1986; Terry Bostard, Phil 
Larson and Danny Boles are the 
new motocrossers under Rock Oil

Acerbis, an Italian fender manufac- 
turing company, will be putting on 
The Rally de Incas, a 2500-mile off- 
road race similar to the Paris-Dakar 
Rally, sometime in March, 1986, in 
Peru. Casey Folks at Sportsman 
Cycle in Las Vegas, Nevada, is cur- 
rently working on the project as an 
American advisor and has already 
spent two weeks in Peru helping to 
lay out the course, which will run 
through the Andes Mountains, over

Statler denies 
prejudice

LONG BEACH, CALIF., OCT. 2 
U.S. Consumer Product Safety 
Commission Member Stuart 
Statler has denied charges by 
Congressman Larry Craig that 
Statler is prejudiced and should excuse 
himself from the CPSC's ongoing 
investigation into ATV safety. Craig 
claimed that Statler's actions at a 
CPSC hearing in New Hampshire — 
which culminated in Statler storm- 
ing off the stage following testimony 
from ATV dealers — indicated a lack 
of impartiality; in response, Statler 
claimed he left to make a plane and 
that his actions were misinterpreted 
by the audience. 

“You... charge that my conduct 
at the CPSC’s АТУ hearing in Con- 
cord, New Hampshire was 'unpro- 
fessional,’ ‘antagonistic,’ and clearly 
'demonstrated (my) inability to listen 
dispassionately to evidence,” Statler 
wrote in a September 24 letter to 
Craig. "Nothing could be further 
from the truth. Together with several 
staff members, I had to rush off 
toward the end of the hearing around 
the hour of 6:00 p.m. — after listen- 
ing to testimony from some 45 wit- 
nesses since 10:00 a.m. that morning 
— in order to make the last plane 
back to Washington, D.C. that night 
from Boston's Logan Airport. Per- 
haps I should have made the reasons 
for my quick departure more clear at 
the time since, judging from trade 
press reports, apparently some in the 
audience misconstrued my exit. Ad- 
mittedly, I was disappointed, as my 
remarks indicated at the hearing, 
with the across-the-board attitude re- 
flected by the ATV dealers represented 
at the last panel. Each was blaming 
user ‘ignorance,’ ‘misuse,’ or ‘abuse,’ 
while maintaining that the vehicle 
itself is in no way responsible. I don't 
buy that." 

Eyewitnesses at the hearing dis- 
puted Statler's claim that he just left 
to make a plane and that his actions 
were misconstrued. “How could we 
misconstrue it when he said what he 
said?" asked Donna Osowski, Gen- 
eral Manager of Bob's Cycles of 
Southbridge, Massachusetts, who tes- 
tified at the hearing. “Не said to us, 
‘Apparently you dealers don't take 
this on the same level. I have nothing 
further to say to you.' and heleft. And 
then Mr. Scanlon (CPSC Chairman 
Terrence Scanlon) said something to 
the effect that I’m not on the same 
wavelength as my colleague, and I do 
have some questions for you.” ә

Dr. Jeckyl and Mr. Statler 

The threat to Western civiliza- 
tion posed by Consumer Pro- 
duct Safety Commissioner Stu- 
art M. “Вап 'em" Statler has 


been well documented in Cycle News. 
Statler and his minions pose a threat 
even to motorcyclists who aren't inter- 
ested in and don't like ATVs. 

Statler hates ATVs, facts be damned, 
and wants a halt to current produc- 
tion (or ban) and a recall of ATVs, 


encourages product liability lawsuits 








against manufacturers, accepts the 
most ridiculous pronouncements and 
half-ass engineering suggestions of 
ignorant ATV crashers (he coddles 
them as "victims"), and generally 
makes trouble for an innocent class 
of device that has literally kept many 
motorcycle dealers in business and 
made it possible for you to conve- 
niently buy motorcycles and parts for 
your motorcycle. More ATVs than 
motorcycles were sold in 1984, and 
A'TVs kept a couple of motorcycle 
manufacturers economically viable, 
giving them money to design and 
build the motorcycles we can buy 
today. 

In remarks made at a National 
Motorcycle Retailers Association 
Conference in Washington, DC on 
October 4, Statler spent plenty of 
time claiming that Cycle News has 
misrepresented his positions and mis- 
quoted him; both those charges are 
completely untrue. Statler tried to 
come off as a reasonable, misunder- 
stood government official. 

The problem here is that Statler, 
who can be very engaging one-on- 
one or ina group away from the glare 
of the television cameras, is a rabid 
dog of a bureaucrat when the hot 
lights of television shine his way. He 
berates and hassles witnesses at CPSC 
hearings who don't adopt his line, 
which 15 that ATVs are unsafe and 
should be banned and recalled. (He 
claims he never advocated a ban, 
which is another lie; he plays seman- 
tics when his words can have only 
one reasonable meaning). Then, after 
browbeating well-meaning, hard- 
working, honest witnesses who dis- 
agree with him, after making fun of 
their position and essentially calling 
them liars, he claims to be impartial 
and fair, which he is not. 

Statler rewrites his own history and 
denies the only possible interpreta- 
tion of his actions; after denouncing 
testimony of motorcycle and ATV 
dealers at an ATV safety hearing in 
New Hampshire, he stormed out of 
the meeting. The witnesses were in- 
censed, and several wrote their con- 
gressmen and Congressman Larry 
Craig, who has challenged Statler 
lately. 

Donna Osowski, manager of Bob's 
Cycles in Southbridge, Massachusetts, 
called me afterwards. She was shocked, 
she told me; before attending the 
hearing and seeing Statler in action, 
she couldn't believe the stuff I had 
written about Statler, she said; after 
the hearing, she thought I had been 
too easy on him, and that he was far 
worse than portrayed in Cycle News. 

Now Statler claims he left the hear- 
ing simply because he was in a hurry 
to make a plane, and some in the 
audience misinterpreted his action. 
Maybe he should have explained, he 
says. 

That’s like Hitler claiming he 
wasn't really occupying France; he 
was just vacationing, and the French 
misinterpreted his actions. Maybe the 
Nazis should have explained. 

What we have here is Dr. Jekyl and 
Mr. Statler, or maybe The Chame- 
leon. Only the real Mr. Statler is not a 
dedicated, reasonable man. The real 
Mr. Statler is a bureaucratic monster. 

See for yourself at the October 17 
CPSC hearing in Los Angeles, sche- 
duled to start at 8:30 a.m. in room 
212A of the Los Angeles Convention 
Center, 1201 Figueroa St., Los 
Angeles, California, 213/741-1151. 
Show up to protest Statler's actions. 
Carry a sign asking for a ban on 
Statler, or just hoot and yell a lot 
when the opportunity arises. Better 
still, get out the pen and paper and 
write your Congressman, and demand 
that Statler be pitched off the ship of 
state, headfirst with arms bound. We 
don't need the likes of Stuart “Ban

Righteous indignation

Is it ignorance? Misinforma- 
tion? Oran outright bias against 
motorcycles? Hard to say for 
sure. But what's certain is that 
these kinds of things make you mad 
— righteously indignant, as a friend 
likes to say. 

Indignation Number One: Just be- 
fore going into summer recess, the 
U.S. House of Representatives ap- 
proved a multi-million-dollar fund- 
ing bill for the Department of Inte- 
rior and "related agencies." Most 
notably, House Bill 3011 would in- 
crease the U.S. Forest Service trail- 
construction budget by $5 million, a 
jump from $3.3 million to $8.3 mil- 
lion. That, however, is where the 
good news stops. 

'The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, which drafted the bill, wrote a 
half-inch-thick report to accompany 
the legislation, and this report details 
how the funds ought and ought not 
be spent. In describing the Forest 
Service trail budget, the panel wrote, 
“The committee intends for this in- 
crease to be used for the construction 
of foot trails only. The committee is 
concerned over reports of an increas- 
ing number of trails being constructed 
or converted to off-road vehicle use, 
and believes that the Forest Service 
should concentrate these limited funds 
on the construction of foot trails.” 

Now I don't know who whispered 
these nasty untruths in the commit- 
tee's collective ear, but I do know 
there are many more miles of hiking 
trails than ORV trails, especially in 
Eastern national forests. If we've got 
an overabundance of riding trails, I'd 
like to know where so that I can plan 
my next vacation. Someone has for- 
gotten that off-road vehicle use is a 
perfectly-legitimate activity on pub- 
liclands (remember those "land of many 
uses” signs at the boundaries of na- 
tional forests). 

Whether he's operating under 
ignorance, misinformation or bias, 
the principle author of the Appropri- 
ations Committee report (numbered 
99-205), Rep. Sidney Yates of Illinois, 
needs to be reminded that ORV users 
are taxpayers too, and that we deserve 
a share of any trail-budget increase. 
Your indignant letter to Yates may be 
sent to 2234 Rayburn, House Office 
Building, Washington, DC 20515. 

The agency claimed in the August 
notice that it does not have the author- 
ity to “go behind” a state's HOV cer- 
tification or question the validity of 
evaluations used by states that certified 
against motorcycles in HOVs. Then 
came the big brushoff: 

“The FHwA appreciates the desires 
of motorcyclists to use carpool lanes 
for their own safety. The introduc- 
tion of motorcycles to existing HOV 
facilities is a matter for determina- 
tion by each state highway agency, 
subject to the state's finding that such 
use will be safe and will not adversely 
affect the integrity of the HOV facil- 
ity." Your call: is itignorance, misin- 
formation or bias? 








The agency now seems to favor a 
strict interpretation of the Surface 
Transportation Act of 1982, which 
means that we, too, have to work 
within the peculiar wording of that 
law to catch a state using federal 
money to construct, reconstruct or 
resurface an НОУ lane. It's up to us 
to watch for work going on in HOV, 
carpool or “‘contraflow” lanes. If you 
see something, make a note of the 
route, location and type of work 
being done. Send that information to 
Gary Winn at the AMA, P.O. Box 
6114, Westerville, OH 43081. 

If Gary finds that federal dollars 
have been used on carpool lanes, he'll 
put pressure on the FHwA and the 
state to make a decision on motorcy- 
cle use. With no help from the agency 
— and until the federal law is more 
finely tuned — we've got to pester 
them until we have our way. 

Trail riders and road riders, you 
have been discriminated against. Take 
a few moments to savor that feeling 
of righteous indignation, then do 
something about it. 

The Interior and Related Agencies 
Subcommittee of the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee is writing its 
own version of the funding bill. Trail 
riders should ask Subcommittee 
Chairman James McClure not to in- 
clude biased Forest Service trail-con- 
struction language in his version of 
the bill. Letters to McClure may be 
addressed in care of the subcommittee, 
114 Dirksen, Senate Office Building, 
Washington, DC 20510. 

The greatest threat posed by the 
House report is that it comes ata time 
when national forests are preparing 
their long-term management plans. 
If Forest Service officials see that the 
men holding the checkbook are dis- 
couraging ORV trails, they may well 
scale back plans for increasing motor- 
cycle trail mileage. Budget bills come 
and go each year, but management 
plans will be in effect for decades. 

Indignation Number Two: For 
years, the American Motorcyclist As- 
sociation (AMA) has been trying to 
open high-occupancy vehicle (HOV) 
— carpool — lanes to motorcycles. 
The argument is that these lanes are 
designed to reward fuel efficiency by 
providing faster, less-congested travel 
in urban areas. Motorcycles, which 
are as efficient as a three- or four- 
person carpool, deserve access to HOV 
lanes. 

The problem seemed to be fixed 
late in 1982, when language was at- 
tached to the federal Surfaced Trans- 
portation Assistance Act, directing 
states to open HOV lanes to motorcy- 
cles unless state officials could certify 
that two-wheelers would pose a safety 
hazard. Unfortunately, Congress 
didn’t express that quite as clearly as 
I just did. Most states ignored the 
directive; California has opened se- 
lected HOV lanes to motorcycles, and 
only Washington State has opened 
all its HOV lanes to motorcycles, 
both without ill effects, and only 
Texas and Virginia have actually cer- 
tified against motorcycles. 

Complicating problems is the Fed- 
eral Highway Administration 
(FHwA). While not erecting any road- 
blocks, the agency hasn’t attempted 
to help us implement the law either. 
That fact became obvious in an 
August 22 Federal Register notice. 

The FHwA had asked for com- 
ments in April 1984 on implement- 
ing the 1982 transportation law, and 
45 of 51 letters the agency received 
came from motorcyclists seeking ac- 
cess to HOV lanes. Riders asked the 
agency to write rules clarifying the 
HOV certification process and lean- 
ing on recalcitrant states a bit. Instead, 
officials did a bureaucratic end run, 


leaving us no better off than before.

Alas, my biggest sorrow is that 
Wayne is riding for a Superbike team 
that will surely fall second to 
Schwantz and Suzuki! Is Honda wor- 
ried that Flyin Fred can't cut it against 
some 21-year-old rider on an oil- 
cooled motorcycle? I only wish that 
Suzuki, or Yamaha, or Kawasaki had 
a Formula One team in the U.S. so 
Wayne could have joined them and 
then goon to conquer Europe, that is 
if Eddie doesn't do it again first! 
Maybe this will force Yamaha into 
supplying a few worthy riders over 
here with some Eddie Lawson-type 
Formula One bikes, wouldn't that be 
nice! 

So, as glad as I am to be able to see 
Wayne compete in person next year, I 
only wish he were riding for some 
other brand. No doubt the payoff will 
make it well worth the effort!

Open letter on helmets 


I agree with the right of an indi- 
vidual to choose about wearing a 
helmet. Being a rider myself, I under- 
stand that helmets can be hot, heavy, 
and limiting to vision and hearing. 
These are constants that cannot be 
denied. 

I buried my best buddy the first 
week of May of this year. He had a 
motorcycle accident one mile from 
home and suffered what was known 
as "closed head injuries," meaning 
his brain suffered severe trauma with 
noexternal sign of injury. He swerved 
to avoid a motorist, hit a curb, and 
contacted the other curb with his 
head, without a helmet. 

My friend was a very experienced 
street rider, with cross-country trips 
on his 1976 KZ900 to his credit. He 
and I had ridden together for 15 years 
without an incident. He chose the 
personal freedom of riding without a 
helmet, since it is legal in the state of 
Texas. The end result was my friend 
lying in a bed in ICU, without exter- 
nal sign of damage. He could have 
been kept alive in that state indefi- 
nitely, if being on life-support sys- 
tems is truly a state of life. He looked 
like he could get out of bed and walk 
away at any time — but he never 
could and never would. 

His family allowed the life-support 
to be eased, and many organs were 
donated to people with at least a 
chance of life. 

My friend's family lost their son; 
his wife lost a husband; his unborn 





child will never know a father; and 
many people lost a large portion of 
their lives to this untimely death, 
which, according to an eminent neu- 
rosurgeon, was preventable through 
use of a helmet. 

There has to be some correlation 
between personal freedom and per- 
sonal obligation to loved ones. The 
freedom of riding without a helmet is 
not worth a sudden, preventable death. 

The bottom line is this — if you 
love anyone, or if anyone loves you, 
wear a helmet.

How can we preach safety when 
the most important ones of all, the 
dealers and the renters of ATVs, do 
not even mention safety, let alone 
stress it?

When we rented some three- 
wheelers last year at the Sand Hills 
rest area between Yuma, Arizona, 
and El Centro, California, we had to 
ask them for helmets and goggles. It 
should be mandatory! 

We've seen people riding those 
rental bikes with no helmets, wear- 
ing shorts, and no shirts, etc. So what 
happens then? These same people 
decide they love three-wheeling and 
go out and buy their own. And they 
say to themselves, “Мом! I can ride 
this thing with the wind rushing 
through my hair and with my shorts 
on so І can get a tan! After all, that's 
what they're doing down here, so I 
should be able to ride like this all the 
time!" Do you see what I'm saying? 
Don't restrict the bikes, restrict the 
people who ride them.

mandatory. Make DUI law for ATVs. 
Make people pay a fine if they ignore 
those laws. The people who have 
always ridden responsibly will not be 
scared of laws like that because those 
are unwritten laws that we have fol- 
lowed all along.

Dunlop K700 radial

Radials. There's been lots of talk about 
radial tires for motorcycles. Radials trans- 
formed car tire performance, delivering bet- 
ter mileage, more traction, better durability. 


But while several companies 
have built radial motorcycle 
tires for racing applications, 
until now nobody has intro- 
duceda true radial for street use in the 
U.S. 

The new radial is Dunlop's K700 
Sport Radial for rear-wheel use, 
shown to the press at Willow Springs 
International Raceway and available 
in race and street compounds in var- 
ious sizes (120/90-18, 130/80-18, 
150/80-16, in racing R compound; 
130/90-16, 150/80-16, 130/90-17, 
140/80-17, 120/80-18 and 130/80-18 
in street S compound). Suggested 
retail price is expected to range from 
$127 to $168 in S compound and from 





$148 to $197 in R compound, depend- 
ing upon size. 

The theoretical advantages of 
radials for motorcycle use are the 
same advantages gained with auto- 
motive radials. A radial should run 
cooler, allowing the use of softer 
tread rubber without premature wear. 
А radial should deliver a larger con- 
tact patch thanks to increased tread 
deflection; the bigger contact patch, 
combined with the softer tread rubber, 
should give better traction. A radial 
should be more resistant to flying 
apart at very high speeds, and should 
give a smoother ride over pavement 
irregularities. 

State-of-the-art non-radial street 
tires are bias-belted, with -carcasses

and belts built up of plies made of 
nylon or rayon or Kevlar or some 
similar synthetic cords; the plies are 
imbedded in the tire rubber. The car- 
cass is the body of the tire, made up of 
at least two, but commonly three or 
four, plies connecting the inside edges, 
or beads, and supporting the side- 
walls and tread. Belts are made up of 
one or more plies wrapping around 
the circumference of the tire, between 
the carcass and tread. The angle of 
cords in the carcass and the belts 
influences the rigidity of the tire and 
its handling characteristics, as well as 
its durability and speed potential. A 
bias-belted tire has carcass plies 
arranged with the cords at the same 
angle (65 to 75°), alternating from left 
to right. The belt plies are arranged 
with a different cord angle (18 to 229), 
alternating from left to right. The 
cord angles in the carcass and belt 
plies intersect, adding rigidity, in- 
creasing friction and generating heat 
as the tire flexes. Because the carcass 
ply cords intersect, the tire circumfer- 
ence grows as speed increases. 

A radial tire had carcass plies with 
cords arranged so that they're per- 
pendicular to the rim; the cords in 
each carcass ply are parallel to and 
don't cross the cords in underlying or 
overlying plies, reducing carcass rig- 
idity, internal friction and the amount 
of heat generated as the tire flexes. 
Belts used in radial tires have plies 
with cords set at angles of 0-22°. 
Becaue radial carcass ply cords run 
directly from one bead to the other, a 
radial tire's circumference does not 
grow as much as a bias-belted tire's 
circumference as speed increases. 

The first catch is that, because the 
cords in the carcass plies don’t inter- 
sect, aradial tire has less sidewall stiff- 
ness and tends to move sideways in 
relation to the rim during transitions 
into corners; the sidewalls can also 
move back-and-forth in relationship 








to each other on straightaways, re- 
ducing straight-line stability. All 
other things being equal, a radial 
motorcycle tire should make a motor- 
cycle handle worse than it does with a 
bias-belted tire. 

All other things are not equal, 
however. To reduce problems asso- 
ciated with increased sidewall flex, 
radial tire designers can change the 
angle of the ply cords in the carcass 
slightly (creating a close-but-not- 
really-radial tire, like Pirelli's MP-7), 
reduce the height of the sidewall 
(creating an ultra-low-profile tire like 
Michelin and Dunlop radial racing 
slicks), or do something else to make 
the sidewall stiffer. 

For Dunlop, the hard part was try- 
ing to carry the advantages of radial 
road-racing slicks into a street-legal 
radial tire compatible with existing 
stock street bikes. And the immediate 
goal was to match the Hi-Sport’s per- 
formance as a starting point for future 
development. 

The K700 was designed in Japan, 
and initially tested in Japan and Aus- 
tralia. In July, racer Randy Renfrow 
tested the K700 against the Hi-Sport 
at Willow Springs and liked the Hi- 
Sport better. Following that test, 
changes were made in the K700's 
compound and construction; the K700 
was then declared ready for the market. 

Because the development and sale 
of the Dunlop K700 radial is so 
closely tied to the existence of the 
Michelin Hi-Sport, we showed up at 
the Dunlop K700 press intro with a 
Michelin-equipped Yamaha FZ750 
borrowed from Cycle Tune of Tor- 
rance, California. The bike was rid- 
den to victory in the recent WERA 
24-hour race at Willow, and was as 
equipped for that race: aftermarket 
exhaust system, carb jetting changes, 
and a two-teeth-larger rear sprocket. 
Along to pilot the bike was Cycle 
Tune-sponsored Doug Toland, who

holds the 600cc and 750cc Stock Pro- 
duction lap records at Willow Springs 
and who has won 20 of 23 AFM road 
races he’s entered this year. With 
the same FZ750 in stock condition, 
Toland set the 750 Stock Production 
class record at 11:34.49; during the 
24-hour, with a racing slick on the 
front wheel, Toland went 1:32.00 on 
the FZ. 

With Hi-Sports mounted front 
(120/80-16) and rear (160/80-18), 
Toland went out alone on the track 
and turned 1:33s on his seventh 
through 13th laps, the fastest being 
1:33.45. 

The FZ750 was then fitted with a 
new 120/80-16 Dunlop 391RS front 
tire (based on the 391R but with new 
compounding and a modified tread 
design) and a 130/80-18 Dunlop 
K700R radial rear tire. The installed 
circumference of the Dunlop was 
82.25 inches, larger than the Miche- 
lin's 81.5 inches. 

Dunlop spokesmen were careful to 
point out that the radial felt com- 
pletely different than а bias-belted 
tire, and quoted racer Kevin Schwantz 
(who rode on Dunlop radials for a 
recent Motorcyclist magazine tire test) 
as saying that, entering a corner, the 
radial feels like it will slide out, but if 
the rider continues to push, it doesn't. 

With those cautionary words, 
Toland went out on the track, start- 
ing out slowly, working down 
through 1:37s and 1:36s into 1:35s 
and, finally, 1:34s; his last four of 13 
laps were 1:34s, the best being 1:34.31. 

Toland came in and reported that 
the gearing was off probably one 
tooth, that engine speed exiting 
corners was a couple of hundred rpm 
lower than with the Michelins. 
Toland figured that changing gear- 
ing would be worth at least a couple 
of tenths of a second in lap times. He 
also reported that, if not for having 
heard Schwantz's explanation of how 
radials feel, he would have come in 
after a few laps. The rear tire stepped 
out entering a corner, Toland said, 
but didn't continue to slide, and once 
he made himself deal with the unset- 
tling feeling, he didn't have to back 
off the throttle. When the tire did 
slide, it came back in smoothly; again, 
he didn't have to get out of the 
throttle. 

Having said that, Toland went out 
for another session, this time with a 
flock of journalists out on the track 
riding the California Superbike 
School's fleet of GPz550 Kawasakis, 
all fitted with various Dunlop pro- 
ducts. Toland was into 1:35s and 
1:34s instantly, working traffic every 
other lap, hitting a 1:33.92 on his 
sixth of 13 laps, a 1:33.94 on his 
eighth and a 1:33.93 on his 10th; his 
other final laps were 1:34s. 

It felt like he was going around 
turn two at Willow Springs slightly 
sideways at that pace, Toland report- 
ed, but he could stay on the gas as 
the bike went around the corner. He 











left black streaks sliding around turn 
three a couple of times when he really 
pushed hard into the corner, but the 
bike didn't go into a big sideways 
slide or cross up. 

The most difficult characteristic to 
get used to with the radial was the 
way it felt going into the corners; it 
was a case of having to override 
trouble-alert senses and grab the 
throttle regardless. 

On the other hand, the radial deli- 
vered a smoother ride over the ripples 
entering turn nine — a place where 
the FZ on Hi-Sports often feels like 
it's skittering both wheels slightly — 
and didn't chatter at all. 

The K700 radial is closer in per- 
formance to the Hi-Sport than are the 
Dunlop K391R and the new K391 RS 
bias-belted tires. Without making 
gearing changes to allow for the 
K700's larger installed circumference, 
Toland on the Dunlop-equipped 
FZ750 was able to come within half a 
second of his best time of the day on 
the same bike fitted with Hi-Sports. 
It's reasonable to believe that, with 
one more tooth on the rear sprocket, 
Toland and the Dunlops could have 
come within a few tenths of second of 
Toland and the Michelins. With more 
track time to get used to dealing with 
the strange transitional feel of the 
Dunlop radial, it’s probable that 
Toland could have gone as fast on the 
Dunlop radial as he did on the Hi- 
Sport. 

In strict performance terms, mea- 
sured by lap times on a race track, the 
Dunlop K700 radial may have given 
Dunlop parity with the Hi-Sport. 
But the K700's unique feel cannot be 
overlooked. To go fast on a K700, a 
rider must ignore feedback that would, 
on a bias-ply tire, be warning of 
impending trouble. That makes it 
harder to go fast on a K700 than on a 
Hi-Sport, and the K700 is also more 
expensive than a Hi-Sport. 

It may be that a radial K700 used on 
the street offers а better ride and 
superior mileage, although that can't 
be determined at a race track. The 
K700's wear after about 30 laps of 
Willow Springs looked to be greater 
than the typical wear seen on a Hi- 
Sport after 30 laps at equivalent speeds. 

It also may be that future versions 
of the Dunlop K700 will blow away 
the Hi-Sports and allow significantly 
faster lap times, all other things being 
equal. 

But here and now, for race track 
use, the radial Dunlop K700 offers no 
performance advantage over the Mi- 
chelin Hi-Sport, feels weird to ride 
on, and costs significantly more. 

Building ultra-low-profile radials 
for existing street motorcycles de- 
signed to use tires with higher side- 
walls doesn't make sense; the stock 
rims would be too narrow for the 
tires, and the smaller tire circumfer- 
ence would greatly reduce cornering 
clearance and alter gearing as well. 

Dunlop has done something else, 
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Beneath the tread: Dunlop's K700 Sport Radial has two radial carcass 
plies, with three belts running the circumference of the tire. 








adding a strip of hard rubber re- 
inforcing in the sidewall of the K700. 
The trick, say Dunlop engineers, was 
to get the compounding of the rubber 
in the strip just right; the rubber had 
to be stiff, yet resilient, flexible, yet 
not too flexible. 

The second catch is that radial tires 
are more difficult and expensive to 
build, and there’s some question as to 
whether or not the benefits gained 
with a radial motorcycle tire are worth 
the extra cost. 

Which brings us to Dunlop's K700, 
and why the tire was made at all. 

In a word, the K700 exists because 
of the Michelin Hi-Sport, a bias- 
belted, DOT-approved street-legal tire 
based on the bias-belted Michelin 
SF11 and SG22 racing slicks, built 
with nylon carcass plies and Kevlar 
belts. (Michelin Hi-Sport rear tires 
are available in 160/80-16, 160/60-17, 
130/70-18, 140/70-18 and 160/60-18 
sizes with retail prices ranging from 
$117 to $137 depending upon size). 
High-performance tires targeted at 
production racing — which requires 
street-legal tires — in the past were 
based on street tires with compound- 
ing and maybe construction changes. 
Dunlop, Metzeler, and Continental 
high-performance tires all have that 
approach in common. Michelin took 
a racing tire and made changes to 
make it street legal; the company 
built minimal tread grooves into the 
ТЕ11 and TG22 tires, used the same 
compounds as in the SF11 and SG22 
racing tires, got DOT approval, and 
started marketing the tires for pro- 
duction road racing about a year ago. 

Before Michelin introduced the Hi- 
Sport, Dunlop's bias-belted 391R 
Sport Elite dominated production 
racing and seized the lion's share of 
the high-performance street tire 





market nationwide, with Metzeler 
doing well in some regions. But the 
Hi-Sports hooked up better, allow a 
far better drive out of corners, and 
have generally-superior traction com- 
pared to Dunlops and Metzelers, at 
the cost of some reduction in corner- 
ing clearance caused by a relatively- 
low profile. Show up at a race track 
now, and Michelin is likely to have 
more tires on more machines, and 
more wins at the end of the day. 

Factions inside Dunlop advocated 
transforming Dunlop's K133 and 
K149 bias-belted (nylon carcass/Kev- 
lar belts) racing slicks into DOT- 
approved racing tires. But, the way 
insiders tell it now, the company felt 
that tires like the Hi-Sport repre- 
sented the peak of bias-ply develop- 
ment, that the bias-ply tire as a type 
was at its limit, having reached the 
end of development on compound 
and tread; matching the Hi-Sport 
with another bias-ply tire would only 
be a short-term solution. 

Instead, the company looked to 
Grand Prix road racing, where radials 
have taken hold in the 500cc class in 
response to rapid in-race heat build- 
upand loss of traction suffered by the 
best bias-ply racing slicks. ‘“‘Radials 
put 500 GP racing back on the map,” 
three-time 500cc World Champion 
Kenny Roberts told the press. ‘“The 
radial is more predictable than the 
bias-ply tire. Before the radial tires, 
the 500s weren’t much fun to ride. 
Before, the bias tires would last about 
10 laps. With the radials, you can ride 
it as hard on the last lap as on the 
first. There’s a better contact patch. 
There’s better traction. In Grand Prix 
racing, radials have opened up a 
whole new door. If you're gonna go 
racing, you've got to have a radial 
tire.” e

The long way around the USA

MONTGOMERYVILLE, PA, AUG. 27-SEPT. 7 


“There was no way I could ride another 
day," said George Egloff after winning the 
2nd Annual Iron Butt Rally. Egloff, riding a 
Suzuki GS1150 in this year's event, was one 


of four co-winners in the inau- 
gural 1984 rally. 

Gary Moore rode his 1981 
Honda Gold Wing to second 
place. His bike's odometer showed 
just over 115,000 miles on it at the 
finish. His mileage at the start of the 
11-day rally was.103,000. “It’s never 
let me down," said Moore about his 
mount. 

A mere 50 points separated the top 
two finishers — the same 50 points 
that Egloff picked up on the way to 
the first checkpoint, Reynolds Sport 
Center in Buxton, Maine, on August 





27th. That 50-point spread held 
between Egloff and Moore around 
the contiguous United States through 
five more checkpoints and 10 days 
back to the start/finish in Montgom- 
eryville, Pennsylvania, on September 


Rob Filertsen finished third on a 
very basic 1983 Gold Wing painted 
and taped low profile black. Ameri- 
can Honda's manager of parts and 
accessories plus sales planning and 
operations, Jim Newbery, netted 
fourth on a Honda V65 Sabre. Fifth 
went to this article's author on my 
BMW KIOORS. Richard Hoffman on 
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yet another Honda Gold Wing — 
stock — and Roy Eastwood, from 
Prince Edward Island, Canada, on a 
BMW R100S, rounded out the top 
seven finishers. 

Eleven of the 24 riders who started 
the rally on Tuesday, August 27th at 
10 a.m. hit all of the seven check- 
points within the hour and a half 
"time window” allowed at each check- 
point in the rally. 

Two additional riders, Alan Green- 
wood and Joe Tracy, experienced tire 
changing problems on their Gold 
Wings and did not make the sixth 
checkpoint, BMW of Daytona (Flor- 
ida), on time, but were credited as 
finishing the rally. 

The Iron Butt Rally is billed by 
current promoter Gary Patterson as 
"The world's toughest motorcycle 
competition." In all other forms of 
motorcycle endurance competition 
the riders stop at some point every 
day and return to the event the fol- 
lowing morning. Both the Interna- 
tional Six Days Enduro and the Paris- 
Dakar Rally are arguably “tougher” 
due to the high level of dirt riding 
ability required and the rigorous 
demands of an off-road course. 

On the Iron Butt side, other event 
competitors do not need to keep going 
for 18 or more hours each day for 11 
straight days — and they don't end 
up in downtown Boston, Massachu- 
setts, at 4:30 in the afternoon with a 
pressing need to be in Maine no later 
than 7:00 p.m. that evening! Rest every 
night is essential for ISDE and Paris- 
Dakar riders. In Iron Butt '85 every- 
one set their own hours. 

This year's top finishers averaged 
about three hours sleep in every 24- 
hour time period. We covered 10,000 
to 12,000 miles in the 11 days going 
for the points gained by obtaining 
gas receipts from various bonus cities, 
most of which were absolutely not on 
the most direct line between any two 
checkpoints. 

The run was also used to raise 
money for Muscular Dystrophy with 
$50 from each rider's $500 entry fee 
going to MD. Additionally, riders 
were asked to get sponsor pledges of 
money for the distances they covered. 
Stu Moore deserves a special mention 
because he raised $3500 in pledges 
from various sponsors. 

То backtrack for a moment, the 
inaugural Iron Butt was in 1984 and 
had 10 entries. All 10 finished the 
8,000-mile 10-day rally. Organiza- 
tional difficulties arose before the 
start. The problems were solved at 
thelast minute when Patterson, pres- 
ident of Montgomeryville Cycle Cen- 
ter (who had agreed to host the start/ 
finish) stepped in and matched the 
then $5000 purse. The original $5000 
came from the rider entry fee of $500. 
The original Iron Butt promoter 
advertised a larger purse which never 
materialized. The final result in 1984 
was a four-way tie between Egloff, 
Alan Pease, Ed Thompson and Roy 
Eastwood. All four co-winners 
returned to compete this year along 
with '84 finishers Richard “Pharoah” 
Summers and Jim Newbery. 

When Patterson decided to take on 
the entire promotion and running of 
Iron Butt '85, one of his biggest con- 
cerns was to avoid any type of tie 
—particularly for first place. The 
overall organization was far superior 
to the inaugural run, but there were 
some snags along the way. 

“We all learned a great deal from 
this year's event," said Patterson. 
"Most of what we learned can be ap- 
plied to future events to make them 
smoother and better. I'm pleased that 
most of the riders were very suppor- 
tive during the event despite the prob- 
lems we encountered. It helped our 
communication and to preserve the 
intent of the event. The biggest thing 





I learned was that from a safety and 
sanity standpoint the way this year's 
event was run wasn't the best way. 
We need to integrate more of skill 
and strategy in the future." 

The administrative problems, re- 
ferred to by Patterson were caused (in 
my opinion) because Patterson does 
not think like a racer. 

For this year's event Patterson added 
many more bonus cities than the '84 
event used. He hoped this would 
reduce the chance for any ties. He 
also built in a tiebreaker toward the 
end of the run. Thinking quite logi- 
cally, Patterson determined there were 
two (to him) distinctly different routes 
between checkpoints. One was always 
longer than the other. A rider's reward 
on the longer haul was more bonus 
points. The checkpoints were man- 
datory and paid 250 points each for 
arrival within an hour and a half of 
key time. If any rider came into a 
checkpoint after the time limit, but 
prior to the scheduled departure time 
two hours after the checkpoint offi- 
cially opened, he would be penalized 
200 points. 

One minute before departing from 
each checkpoint every rider was given 
the list of potential bonus point cities 
between that check and the next. 
Riders would then leave, two on each 
minute, from the check and stop at a 
convenient spot nearby to plan their 
route. 

As I mentioned, Patterson doesn't 
think like a racer. Where he saw 
two obvious routes, those riders who 
were going for the win determined 
they could make most or all of the 
cities and still make the next check on 
time — if they didn't sleep much or 
stop for long or take any time out to 
eat well. So, of course, that's what 
happened. 

For many of the riders (competi- 
tors), the course, from Buxton, Maine, 
through the Road Track and Trail 
dealership/checkpoint in Eau Claire, 
Wisconsin, to Cycle Barn, the dealer- 
ship/checkpoint in Lynwood, Wash- 
ington, just north of Seattle became a 
race. By thetime wereached Lynwood, 
Patterson said he felt “like a man 
who was playing a game of checkers 
and all his men had just jumped off 
the board!" He was convinced then 
that if he ever ran the event again he 
would require a sanity test in place of 
the physical checkup required this 
year. : 

At that point, in the interest of 
safety, Patterson eliminated the bonus 
cities between Lynwood and Lemon 
Grove, California. Everyone involved 
agreed it “wasn’t right to change the 
rules in the middle of the rally," but 
most understood the concerns which 
led to the decision. However, to give 
competitors 38 hours (two nights and 
one day) to go a mere 1300 miles in 
the middle of such a grueling event 
may not look like much of a break to 
some people. 

My feelings, as one of four riders 
who actually rode out of Lynwood 
Saturday night, August 30, are that 
the rest down the West Coast prob- 
ably did not have much effect on the 
overall standings. It also did not stop 
some of us (I decided it was time to go 
for it) from going for and making 
every bonus point city between Matt 
Guzzetta's checkpoint in Lemon 
Grove through the check at Alamo 
Cycle Sales in San Antonio, Texas, to 
Florida and BMW of Daytona. I'm 
proud to say I was one of the riders 
who made all of those bonus point 
cities. 

Five of the six riders who rode both 
rallys said this year's run was hands 
down more physically and mentally 
demanding. Jim Newbery said at the 
finish, “I rode the first Iron Butt and 
now I'veridden the toughest, because 
by next year they will have refined the 











event." In other words, it will not be 
as much of a race in the future. 

Newbery was definitely on the gas 
and also not one of the luckier riders 
as he received six speeding tickets 
during the run. Winner Egloff had 
five tickets when he finished. “Remem- 
ber," said Newbery discussing his 
six-pack of tickets, “по where does it 
say that if you're running the Iron 
Butt you're allowed to speed.” 

Most of us were very comfortable 
with our choice of bike except for Jeff 
Smith (no, not the former MX cham- 
pion). Smith could not get up the 
ninth day. Herode a Kawasaki GPz750 
without a fairing. “I just wore myself 
out and probably became dehydrated 
going through the desert the seventh 
day. If I ride next year ГІІ definitely 
have a bike with a fairing and it will 
probably be bigger than 750cc," said 
Smith. 

If I had any idea of how grueling 
the event would be I probably would 
not have entered, even with all my 
preparation. Having finished, I am 
ready to go again next year. 

My biggest mistake before the rally 
was thinking I could get five to six 
hours sleep a night and do well or 
win. My biggest mistake during the 
event was stopping too early to sleep 
on the first night out. I discovered the 
amazing affect adrenaline has on the 
human body on the second day when 
I rode my first-ever 1000 mile day. By 
the seventh night out I'd ridden five 
1000 mile days. 

All of us were pretty fresh when we 
reached the first mandatory stop in 
Buxton, Maine, by 7:00 p.m. on day 
one. Patterson showed his sense of 
humor by putting a lobster claw from 
Massachusetts or Maine on the bonus 
sheet. The claw was worth 50 points. 
At least one “fun” 50-point item was 
on every bonus point sheet and it help- 
ed me to retain a sense of humor 
throughout the rally. The fun points 
were included to give those riders 
who just planned to take the most 
direct route to each checkpoint and 
finish, something to do along the 
way. For those of us who "raced," a 
bonus point was a bonus point to be 
obtained however and whenever 
possible. 

There was one rider who had his 
secretary call the Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway Museum (worth 50 points) 
and ask a sales clerk to drop a sou- 
venir off at the motel next door. Unfor- 
tunately, the clerk remembered the 
incident the next day and mentioned 
it to several other riders who “had to 
have a receipt because we are on a 
scavenger hunt." Since the intent was 
to be in Indianapolis while the 
museum was open the rider lost his 
points for the souvenir. 

Six riders — Egloff, Newbery, East- 
wood, Louis Boyd, Alan Greenwood 
and Alan Pease — earned the maxi- 
mum points (600) on what was to be 
our easiest part of the rally from the 
start 23 miles north of Philadelphia 
to Reynolds Sport Center in Buxton, 
Maine. I was among the nine riders 
with 550 points tied for second. 

By thetime we arrived in Eau Claire, 
Wisconsin, at Road, Track & Trail 
Thursday night at 7:00 p.m., Egloff, 
Boyd and Greenwood had each col- 
lected 1850 points. Jim Plunckett and 
Paul Persinger were in second with 
1800. Eilertson, Gary Moore, Ross 
Copas and Ed Thompson had 1750 
points. I was officially tied for sev- 
enth with 1500 points and I was wish- 
ing I'd gone to the bridge the first 
night so I could have made the 300- 
point city of St. Louis. 

Persinger, from near Anchorage, 
Alaska, was the only rider to make all 
of the bonus cities between Maine 
and Wisconsin. He went to the 
Thousand Island Bridge, which joins 
Canada and New York; Columbus, 








Ohio; Indianapolis, Indiana; Grand 
Rapids, Michigan; St. Louis, Mis- 
souri, and Milwaukee, Wisconsin. 
The following day out of Eau Claire 
his Honda had ignition problems 
forcing Persinger out of the event. I 
have no doubt he would have re- 
mained one of the toughest competi- 
tors. 

Eight riders — Persinger, Boyd 
(crash/broken collarbone), Copas 
(engine problems), Sommers (late; 
dropped out), Nick Nichols (engine 
problems), Howard Gendron (engine 
problems), John Shuck (illness in 
family), and Ed Thompson were out 
of the event by Lynwood, the third 
checkpoint in the rally. 

Thompson had the most bizarre 
story of the group; he had been chased 
by a number of vehicles and had to go 
cross country to escape. Luckily he 
was riding an on/off road BMW 
G80S. Thompson stopped at a rest 
stop. He saw a bunch of bright lights 
as 1f some people were filming, but 
apparently someone in the group 
thought Thompson had seen some- 
thing else and they took out after him 
in the middle of the night in Utah. 
He finally got to a police station, but 
was out of the run. That incident was 
one of the contributing factors to Pat- 
terson's decision to cancel bonus 
points from Washington State to 
California. 

Eilertson's toughest moment also 
happened on the way to Lynwood. 
Eilertson's wallet had been stolen the 
Sunday before the event started. He 
was determined to make the run 
anyway since he had put too much 
time and effort into preparing, but he 
didn't have a driver's license. He had 
already received two tickets — one for 
speeding and one for being stopped 
on the side of the road — by the time 
hearrived in Nebraska. He was on his 
way to Boise, Idaho, when he was 
stopped and held for three hours 
while the officers determined he was 
really okay. He was released, got a 
motel and thought about continuing 
the rally. 

“I was late,” said Eilertson, “апа I 
almost gave up, but then I decided to 
just go out and do it. I almost don't 
believe I went 1300-plus miles in 24 
hours." Eilertson arrived in Lynwood 
with about two minutes left before 
the check closed. “That ride gave me 
the strength to finish. I just knew if I 
could make that run I could certainly 
finish.” 

I rode with Eilertson quite a bit in 
the last three days. We met up on the 
way to Albuquerque and he shared 
his baked potato (cooked during the 
day on the Gold Wing’s cylinder 
heads) and the supply of health food 
he’d had the foresight to have sent to 
himself at each of the checkpoints. 
We were a help, in different ways,to 
each other though I don't know if I'll 
forgive him for missing my most 
spectacular side trip of the rally. 

I found, like Bill Bird, the only 
rider besides Boyd to retire from the 
event due to a crash, that I could fall 
asleep on my bike. Bird woke up by 
the side of the road in Washington 
with a concussion and his bike 
undamaged. I was lucky, the suspen- 
sion reaction to the soft dirt in the 
median 30 miles west of San Antonio 
woke me up fast! The median was 
very wide, fairly smooth and down- 
hill. I managed to get the Beemer 
turned in the soft stuff before reach- 
ing a culvert and popped back up 
onto I-10. I had no problem staying 
awake for the rest of the ride into San 
Antonio. I caught up to Eilertson. 
"Did you see that?" I shouted. 
"What?" he replied. “Never mind, 
I'll tell you later," I answered. 

Egloff's moment of panic occurred 
on the way into Washington, D.C., 
on the final night of therally. In Day- 


tona we had been given an additional

sheet to go with the bonus point one. 
It stated ‘“‘mandatory stop at The 
Motorcycle Shop." The sheet gave the 
address in College Park, Maryland, 
and stated the purpose of the stop was 
that we'd be asked to do something 
simple. Bonus points would be 
awarded. If there were bonus points 
we were all going — besides, it said 
mandatory. 


Early in the evening a truck over- 
turned on the beltway south of the 
stated exit. All traffic was routed off 
the road. I'd arrived in plenty of time, 
just in case, since we had to be at the 
stop by 9:00 p.m. Egloff pushed 
through another bonus city and was 
cutting his timea bit close. Hearrived 
at the accident and told a police 
officer, “You would not believe how 
important it is that I beat this exit up 
the road by 9:00 p.m.,”’ said Egloff. “I 
had visions of everything going down 
the drain," hesaid later. He arrivedat 
the check with 15 minutes to spare. 

Gary Moore missed the College 
Park check on the way from Daytona 
to the finish, but hit everything else 
in between including a stop in Charles- 
ton, South Carolina, at Stokes Honda 
for minor repairs. Moore called the 
finish line headquarters and asked 
what would happen if he didn't make 
College Park. Several others also ques- 
tioned the stop. Patterson had not 
anticipated the question. Since he 
had planned for that point to be the 
tiebreaker. and thus not carry any 
penalty points those riders who called 
were told to keep going and get into 
the finish. _ 








limit, but was late at one checkpoint. 





In a meeting the following day at 
the finish, the decision was made to 
award all the bonus points to those 
who made the check as well as those 
who missed it. It was not quite fair 
and yet those who followed direc- 
tions and did not question the word 
mandatory did not deserve to be 
penalized. 

Richard Hoffman deserves special 
mention for his amazing ride from 
San Antonio to Daytona through 
both Dallas (which was still on some 
sheets by accident) and New Orleans 
as well as Montgomery and Orlando, 
Florida. Hoffman covered almost 1600 
miles in 26 hours! He earned an extra 
100 bonus points for that trip and 
agreed he'd definitely earned it. 

One amazing point is that my 
butt never did get sore. My wrists 
got sore on the eighth day and I am 
sure my mind was mush at several 
points from lack of sleep. Maybe I’m 
tougher than I thought. 

The entire trip was an amazing 
adventure for all of us. I'll do it again 
next year if possible. The count right 
now is 15 who plan to return and you 
can bet that each and every one of us 
would like to win this incredibly 
tough, rigorous and demanding rally.

How to be a MX Star

Training has become very, very im- 
portant in motocross racing. Super- 
cross racing has a new format which 
requires a split performance. You 
have to go wide open for 45 minutes 
at the grand prix races, and many of 
the nationals are now held under 
super-hot conditions. 

If you plan to do well racing and 
want to work towards preventing 
injuries, you'll have to incorporate 
training into your schedule. If you're 
riding and you're out of energy, you'll 
start getting lazy, and you'll crash. 
I've done it, and after it happened I 
felt really stupid because I knew it 
could have been prevented. 

A great example of someone who 
was in great shape — and still is — is 
Bob Hannah. At the peak of his 
career, he was in fabulous shape, bet- 
ter than anyone else. He used to get 
thrown off the bike, do a handstand, 
run alongside of the motorcycle, then 
jump back on, and it didn't even 
phase him. His conditioning and 
desire to stay on two wheels paid off, 
and it all comes back to training and 
staying in shape. 

I've become very interested in train- 
ing. I've started running in foot races, 
and that made things more fun. Now 
I'm not only training for motocross, 
but I'm also able to compete while 
I'm training when I run a 10K. If I 
run a race really fast, and get a new 
PR — personal record — down to 38 
minutes, it helps for both types of 
racing. Even if I had a desk job, I'd 
have to keep moving and stay in good 
shape. 

Another sport I've picked up on 
recently is swimming. I never real- 
ized how hard swimming is, but it 
has become one of the most impor- 
tant aspects of my training. 

All of these sports started coming 
together for me, and I've entered 
myself in a few triathlons. These 
races combine swimming, bicycling 
and running into one race; you've 
probably seen it on TV when ABC 
telecasts the Hawaii Ironman. When 
you consider running races, tri- 
athlons, and biathlons — run and 
bike races — there are alot of ways to 
train and have fun. 

I think that swimming, bicycling 
and running will help you a great 
deal when it comes to riding motor- 
cycles. А good way to motivate your- 
self is to start training in these sports, 
and then keep a running diary of 
your distances. Johnny O'Mara intro- 








duced me to the diary idea over a year 
ago, and I've kept a daily record ever 
since. When you have a log, and can 
keep track of your weight and how 
you feel, you'll be able to see your 
improvements over a period of time. 

Running is one of the best exer- 
cises for racing because it gives me 
the same feeling as when I ride a 
really tough race. You feel tired all 
over, but running doesn't require a 
whole bunch of time. Fifteen min- 
utes of running can make you as tired 
as you get when racing one moto. 

I think it's a good idea to run long 
distances only once or twice a week 
until you get more accustomed to the 
distances. A 3.5-4.0 mile run is usu- 
ally fine, because that will take you 
about as long to finish as a moto 
would. It gives mea good idea of how 
I'll feel during a race, and my body 
will know what it has left to offer. 

Some guys are more naturally in- 
clined to running. Some weeks I'll 
only run 15 miles, and when I see 
O'Mara at the track, he'll have 50 or 
60 miles in. Just because one person 
runs more, it doesn't mean he's in 
better shape for the race, because you 
might make up that training in dif- 
ferent areas. When you do run, 
though, run fast. Motocross racing is 
a sprint from start to finish, so your 
running should be also. The only 
time I like to run slow is on a Mon- 
day, just to get my circulation after a 
hard race. 

You can take some of the boredom 
out of running by finding some woods 
trails to run on. Sometimes staring at 
a long highway will make me head 
home early, so when I get the oppor- 
tunity I'll run on hills and trails near 
some good scenery. Variety will make 
running much more enjoyable. 

When you start running, pay atten- 
tion to the shoes you wear, as a good 
pair will make a big difference when 
it comes to avoiding injuries. I pro- 
nate, which means my ankles turn in 
when I run. I got shin splints, and 
because of that I got special running 
shoes with inserts which helped the 
problem. When you start running 
you'll probably go through stages 
where you have sore knees or shins, 
but you'll break past those points. It's 
just like motocross, once you get past 
those fifth and fourth place finishes, 
winning comes much easier. 

In addition to running and riding, 
swimming has become a favorite sport 
that Lenjoy. If you're going to become 
serious and swim laps at the pool, 
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invest in a good set of goggles. They 
shouldn't leak, and should be com- 
fortable, and shouldn't distort your 
vision. Scott goggles makes No-Fog, 
and I use that in my goggles to keep 
them clear. 

My mother and my girlfriend Gina 
are fairly good swimmers, and I've 
started to build up my distances. If 
you have time to go to a YMCA or 
health club and take lessons, or join a 
masters swim class, and learn to swim 
properly. 

Swimming is more difficult than I 
ever thought it to be. You're con- 
stantly keeping your breathing in 
rhythm, keeping your hands in the 
proper position, kicking properly, 
and basically trying to stay efficient 
in the water. I recently built a pool in 
my back yard, and I figured out how 
many laps I have to swim to make a 
quarter-mile, and after a few weeks of 
that I'm up toa half-mile a day. Now 
I know why the swimmers at the 
Olympics have such massive upper 
bodies. 

'The demands from swimming are 
pretty high because your body is usu- 
ally starved for oxygen, and you're 
struggling to breathe. It makes your 
body stronger, and your body learns 
to use oxygen pretty efficiently. 

"There are currently many different 
types of bicycles on the market, but to 
get in some really beneficial training, 
a racing bicycle works best. On these 
bikes your feet are strapped into the 
pedals, and you wear special shorts 
which are padded in the seat so you 
can ride longer distances. On these 
bikes your speed is quite high, and 
you can cover a lot of ground — a 50 
or 60-mile ride isn't out of the 
ordinary. 

I invested in a racing bicycle after I 
found out that Rick Johnson, Jeff 
Ward, and some of the other riders 
were using them, and I didn't want 
anyone to have an advantage over me 
in training. I didn't think bicycling 
would be that tough, but it is. A big 
hill will really work on your legs, and 
a 20 ог 30-mile ride makes me feel just 
as tired as any motocross ever did. 

The opportunities that swimming, 
bicycling and running provide will 
help you better focus your abilities 
when you race motocross. Make your 
training fun by using these sports. 

Alternative ways of training are 
those activities that are a lot of fun, 
but don't seem to be as hard on you as 
a grueling bike ride or long run. 
Things like racquetball, tennis, Jet 
Skiing, trampolines and golf work 


well when you're looking to fill some 


time. 

Aerobics classes are difficult and 
good. If you've never been to one give 
it a try — they'll burn your butt and 
stomach! My girlfriend took me to a 
class, and I had to tell them I'd had 
enough after only a short time. 

Flexibility is very important. Being 
flexible and loose on the motorcycle 
will help you go faster and keep you 
injury-free. Sometimes, when I can't 
sleep, I'll get up and stretch, and the 
next thing I know it's morning. I also 
like to stretch before the races, so that 
I'm limber. After I work out, I always 
stretch so that I stay flexible from day 
to day. 

I've also been working on improv- 
ing my balance and concentration by 
working out on a free-style bicycle I 
bought. It requires quite an amount 
of strength, and I've learned to be 
quite creative when I ride it. 

Between flying to and from the 
races and working all my training 
into my schedule, you can see where 
racing can become a full-time job. 
Just remember that if you plan to 
become a MX Star, you have to have a 
good time along the way. Learn to 
train the way I do, and you'll be ready 
for the winner's circle before you 
know 1t! е

rolling desert sand dunes and along 
the beaches of the Pacific Ocean. 
According to Folks, the event is being 
backed by the Peruvian government, 
and hopes to have at least 10 Ameri- 
can riders participate. Folks plans to 
contact several motorcycle manufac- 
turers in order to generate interest in 
the event and provide some support 
so that American riders can attend 
the rally.

The AMA Supercross Advisory 
Board met in Anaheim on Sep- 
tember 23 and voted to return to 
the use of a single 21-man final 
event of 20 laps for the 1986 sea- 
son rather than the two 12-lap 
final motos used in 1985. Accord- 
ing to AMA's Wayne Moulton, the 
125cc Pro-Am class in supercross 
will be retained under the ‘86 for- 
mat, and a tentative 13 events are 
on tap (11 different locations, with 
doubleheaders in Seattle and Pon- 
tiac, Michigan). The AMA is also 
expected to ''experiment'' with а 
handicapped (delayed) starting 
system in 1986, which would see, 
for example, the left side of the 
gate drop before the right side. 


Kawasaki's Jeff Ward retained the 1985 
AMA Supercross Series title he won 
under protest after an independent 
appeal board ruled in favor of Ward 
and against Yamaha's Broc Glover in 
a meeting held in Anaheim, Califor- 
nia, on September 26. Glover filed a 
protest after Ward rode backward on 
the course in his heat race at the 
August 17 season-ending Pasadena 
(California) Supercross. The protest 
was denied by the referee, and Ward 
was fined $500 and docked a lap. 
Ward went on to win a semi and 
qualified for the main events, where 
he earned fourth overall and locked 
up the championship. Glover, who 
finished fifth and was tied with Ward 
on points going into the race, filed an 
appeal seeking to have Ward disqual- 
ified from the event, which was was 
ruled on by the three-person board. 
In the decision, which was rendered 
on September 30, the board found, 
"the referee did have the authority to 
fine Ward, and the appeal, as stated, 
is denied." The official final point 
standings show Supercross Champion 
Ward with 229 points to the 227 of 
runner-up Glover. 


The Bureau of Land Management 
(BLM) has reached an initial deci- 
sion to lease land for a new 640- 
acre OHV recreation area near 
Ridgecrest, California, and to ear- 
mark $452,000 of “Green Sticker” 
funds to create the facility. On 
completion, the facility is sched- 
uled to have courses for Moto- 
cross, three-and four-wheeled 
ATVs, four-wheel-drive vehicles, 
and ВМХ bicycles. With its initial 
decision, the BLM has opened a 
30-day review period for com- 
ments, objections and protests 
concerning the proposed park. Let- 
ters of support, which include the 
writer's name and address, are 
urgently needed, and must be re- 
ceived by the BLM no later than 
October 20. Interested parties 
should write to the Secretary of 
the Interior, BLM-320, Washing- 
ton, D.C., 20240.

Honda for 1986

American Honda’s 1986 model lineup in- 
cludes an all-new VFR750 Interceptor, a 
450cc version of the popular Rebel, a dual- 
purpose motorcycle with trials-bike styling 


called the Reflex, and a balloon- 
tired, easy-to-ride dirt bike call- 
ed the Fat Cat. 

The new VFR Interceptor 
will be offered in two versions: witha 
tariff-passing 700cc engine in mass 
quantities, or with a 750cc engine for 
racing. Virtually every component of 
the bike is new. The crankshaft now 
has two rod throws positioned 180° 
apart (the old VF750 had a 360° 
crank), with pairs of rods sharing 
common rod journals. The exhaust 
note is decidedly different, and the 
change enabled Honda to devise a 
less bulky and free-flowing exhaust 
system. 

The new V-four uses gear drive for 
the overhead camshafts, similar to 
the VFI000R interceptor. Also 
changed are the rocker arms. One end 
of the rocker acts as a pivot (ball-and- 
socket), the other end rests on the 
valve stem. The camshaft lobe is 
positioned above the center of the 
rocker arm. With the camshaft acting 
on the center of the rocker, the cam 
lobes can be shorter to achieve the 
same valve lift. The shorter lobes 
should offer greater durability than a 
comparable-lift camshaft acting 
directly on a valve bucket. To ensure 
adequate lubrication at the cam-to- 
rocker interface, metering jets now 








direct an oil spray onto each cam 
lobe. 

Valve adjustment is handled by a 
screw and locknut on the ball-and- 
socket end of each rocker. The adjust- 
ment ritual itself is simplified: the 
radiator (now a single radiator) is 
designed to hinge forward for access 
to the front cylinders. No more pull- 
ing the radiator and draining the 
cooling system for valve adjustment. 
'Thecamshaft drive gears are mainten- 
ance-free. 

A new two-stage oil pump routes 
oil from the oil cooler directly to crit- 
ical engine parts such as the main 
bearings. The cooler oil supply should 
enhance engine life. 

An aluminum-alloy frame is claim- 
ed to be lighter, as well as being 50% 
stronger in resistance to twisting 
forces than a steel frame. The Euro- 
pean version of the VFR750 will have 
a separate bolt-on aluminum tail sec- 
tion for easier maintenance; U.S. 
models will have a welded, one-piece 
frame. 

At the front end, the TRAC anti- 
dive system has been redesigned to 
reduce its size and weight. The front 
brake calipers are lighter and more 
compact, and the brake pads have a 
plasma-sprayed ceramic backing to 
reduce the chances of thermal distor- 
tion. The front rotors are drilled for

weight reduction, and the diameter 
of the rear rotor has been reduced by 
40mm. Overall, the three brake rotors 
weigh 5.7 pounds less than on last- 
year's Interceptor. 

Great effort has gone into making 
the individual parts lighter: valves, 
springs, pistons, rods, rocker arms 
and piston rings are all smaller and 
lighter than on previous Intercep- 
tors. The Y-shaped rocker arms that 
operated two valves from a single 
cam lobe have been replaced by two 
separate rockers, which reduces the 
reciprocating mass of each valve train. 
Honda claims the lighter engine com- 
ponents enhance throttle response. 
Redline is set at 11,500 rpm; horse- 
power for the 750cc version is a 
claimed 103.5 bhp — from a machine 
that weighs 437 pounds. 

The new Rebel 450 uses the same 
time-proven three-valve vertical-twin 
engine that last appeared in Honda's 
Hawk. Though the engine is rigidly 
mounted in the frame, vibration is 
kept under control with chain-driven 
dual counterbalancers. The Hawk's 
integral oil cooler has been removed 
as a styling consideration: engine 
cooling is improved by enlarged fins 
on the cylinder and head. The en- 
larged cooling fins also had the desire- 
able byproduct of making the engine 
look bigger. 

The wheels have spoked rims, but, 
thanks to a new design, are fitted 
with tubeless tires. To make the rims 
airtight, the actual rim is extruded 
aluminum with a ridge down the 
center, and the spokes are laced back- 
wards (the head of the spoke at the 
rim, and the adjustment nipple in the 
hub). 

The Rebel 450 has a claimed dry 
weight of 383.7 pounds and a seat 
positioned a mere 25.6 inches from 
the ground.

The regular three-valve 450 Hawk 
has also returned, this time wearing 
the designation Nighthawk 450. This 
entry-level lightweight has cast wheels 
(16-inch rear, 19-inch front) with 
tubeless tires, a six-speed transmis- 
sion, and a front disc brake with a 
twin-piston caliper. 

Honda’s best-selling street motor- 
cycle, the 700 Shadow, has all-new 
styling for 1986. The frame has been 
revamped for a yet lower seat height 
(now just 27.4 inches) and a longer 
wheelbase. Also on the roster of styl- 
ing changes are new cast wheels, a 
redesigned two-piece step seat, and 
revised, low-slung mufflers. 

The Shadow's engine has a rede- 
signed crankshaft for more low-end 
torque, and the radiator is now made 
of aluminum for lighter weight and 
improved cooling. The dual front 
disc brakes have been replaced by a 
single large-diameter disc. 

Honda's touring classic, the Gold 
Wing, will again beavailable in three 
versions: the Interstate, the Aspen- 
cade, and a limited-edition Aspen- 
cade SE-i. Changes to the transmis- 
sion make for quieter, smoother oper- 
ation, and the valve timing has again 
been revised for improved throttle 
response. The limited-edition Aspen- 
cade SE-i has new LCD digital instru- 
mentation and an upgraded Type III 
audio system with a separate pas- 
senger speaker system. 

The Honda Reflex represents a 
new approach to the dual-purpose 
market: street legal, on- and off-road 
capability with trials-bike styling. 
The engine is a 194cc two-valve four- 
stroke single: enough displacement 
to make the machine freeway legal. 
No electric starter is fitted, though 
the kick-starter features an automatic 
compression release. With trials-bike 
steering geometry and a dry weight of 
202 pounds, the machine should steer 
quickly and be extremely maneuver- 
able. 

In spite of its trials-bike styling, 
the Reflex is fitted with wide-spaced 
gear ratios for street use. No pas-

senger seat or footpegs are provided. 
The Reflex is targeted at the entry- 
level buyer; Honda hopes the machine 
will lure a youth market familiar 
with BMX bikes. 

Though last year's XR350 sold 
well, Honda has dropped it from the 
lineup in favor of a redesigned XR250. 
'The XR250 is all new, with a new 
chassis that features a square front 
downtube and a quick-change swing- 
arm. The engine has a smaller bore 
and longer stroke than last year's 
model, for a greater emphasis on 
torque and low-speed power. The 
four-valve cylinder head uses Hon- 
da's radial valve arrangement; a single 
30mm carburetor handles the fuel 
mixture. 

Oil is routed through an external 
cooler which is horseshoe-shaped and 
mounted on the steering head behind 
the headlight. The bodywork has 
been replaced: the XR250 wears the 
same plastic parts as the 1985 XR350. 
The left sidepanel is retained by three 
Dzus fasteners, and Honda claims the 
panel can be removed for an air filter 





change in less than 10 seconds. 

At the rear, a low-profile 18-inch 
rear wheel replaces the previous 17- 
inch unit. Honda has targeted the 
XR250 for 60-70% enduro use, and 
30-4075 recreational use. Honda's dig- 
ital enduro meter will be offered as an 
option for the XR250. 

The 1985 XR200 was fitted with 
the four-valve RFVC cylinder head, 
and the popularity of the machine 
suffered due to loss of low-end power. 
For 1986, the model has reappeared 
with the old two-valve engine, fitted 
to a modern-technology chassis. The 
frame features tapered-roller steering 
head bearings, and a box-section 
swingarm that pivots on needle bear- 
ings. The Pro-Link rear suspension 
has four-way adjustable rebound and 
16-way adjustable compression damp- 
ing with 9.6 inches of travel. A speed- 
ometer with trip odometer is stan- 
dard equipment. 

Honda's Fat Cat is intended as an 
entry-level dirt bike. Both the front 
and rear are fitted with massive, high- 
flotation 23.5x8-11 tires that Honda 








claims makes the machine easy to 
ride and appealing to novice riders. 
The engine is the same 199cc unit 
that appears in the TRX200SX Four- 
Trax four-wheeler, and features an 
electric starter with a back-up kick 
starter. The engine is fitted with an 
automatic clutch; both front and rear 
brakes are operated from the han- 
dlebars so the rider can control both 
brakes with both feet on the ground. 
The rear brake can also be operated 
by a traditional brake pedal. 

The CR500R received its share of 
updates; the cylinder head, ignition 
timing and coil have been revised for 
improved starting. Overall engine 
weight has been reduced, and the 
transmission shift forks and engage- 
ment dogs have been changed for 
increased durability and reduced 
weight. A new two-core radiator is 
lighter and delivers better cooling. 

For the chassis and running gear, 
the front forks are all new, and now 
incorporate a cartridge-type damper 
for more accurate damping. The front 
brake lever has a greater range of 





adjustability, and a larger-diameter 
(though lighter) disc rotor is fitted to 
the front wheel. 

At the rear, a modified Pro-Link 
suspension provides 12.6 inches of 
travel. The rear brake shoes are 3mm 
wider for improved braking, and the 
rear wheel now rides on three axle 
bearings (two bearings on the drive 
side) for increased durability. Other 
changes include a works-type chain 
slider and guide, and lightweight 
gold-colored aluminum rims laced 
with straight-pull spokes. э 

The new CR250R sports the same 
chassis as the 1985 model, but has 
been fitted with an all-new engine. 
The crankshaft counterweights are 
hollow for reduced weight, while 
retaining the correct crankcase 
volume. The piston now rides in a 
Nickasil-plated bore for durability. 
Exhaust is routed through Honda’s 
HPP power valve: a centrifugally- 
controlled mechanism driven from 
the water pump shaft. As the revs 
increase, a rack-and-pinion moves 
valves on the sides of the cylinder to 15 
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A smaller, lighter and more compact engine is fitted to the new CR500R; 
improved cooling is afforded by a revised radiator. 


The CR250R received improvements to the intake tract, and a new reed 
valve to match the higher intake velocity. Horsepower is rated at 47.5 bhp.

The intake tract of the CR250R has 
been changed to promote flow, and a 
reshaped reed valve matches the 
higher port velocity for improved 
throttle response. The compression 
ratio has been bumped from 8.6:1 to 
9.0:1, and the 249.3cc engine is rated 
at 47.5 horsepower. 

The CR125R also received changes 
to the engine room, with changes to 
the pipe, ignition timing, airbox, 
and ATAC chamber netting an addi- 
tional three horsepower. The CR125R 
is the only CR equipped with the 
ATAC system; the system now incor- 
porates an aluminum sub-chamber 
for reduced weight. Crankshaft bal- 
ance has been improved, and the 


cylinder head now has a frame sup- 
port for reduced vibration. 

The machine's frame has been 
modified for reduced weight and 
increased durability. Thanks to re- 
duced engine vibration, the handle- 
bars are now solid-mounted for im- 
proved feel. 'The suspension similar 
to that of the CR250R, with front 
forks with a travel-control valve for 
precise damping, a revised Pro-Link 
ratio for a more progressive rear sus- 
pension, a three-bearing rear hub, 
and wheels laced with straight-pull 
spokes. 

At the small end of the CR spec- 
trum, the CR80R is fitted with a new, 
lightweight engine that sports a 
Nickasil-plated bore. ‘The piston is

Honda-mounted Ty Davis nailed down wins 
in both the 125 and 250cc Intermediate divi- 
sion-two classes at the third round of the 
Continental Motosport Club/Skoal Bandit 


Lady Liberty Trans-Cal Series 
held at Laguna Seca Raceway. 
Davis won both 125cc motos, 
but in the 250cc class his 1-3 
score beat Alan Pierce's 3-2 tally. 

In the first 125cc Intermediate divi- 
sion-two moto, Davis grabbed the 
holeshot followed by Pierce (Kaw), 
Phil Butler (Kaw) and Yamaha rider 
Michael Craig. Davis pulled a four- 
second lead early on the first lap, 
while a battle for third developed 
between Butler and Craig. Craig made 
a move on the inside of Butler to 
move into third, while up front Davis 
continued to stretch his lead over 
Pierce. Davis led the rest of the way 
and was uncontested, finishing over 
10 seconds ahead of Pierce.

Davis came out with the lead 
over Mabery with Alan Carlson (Yam) 
and Pierce holding down the third 
and fourth positions. Davis was alone 
up front when he stalled his machine, 
losing ground to Mabery but holding 
on to first.

Urman 
went down, and Steve Piatoni (Hon) 
briefly took second before he fell ina 
turn. Pierce then took over second, 
but Belcher had moved out to a 
commanding lead. Davis battled his 
way into third, and the finishing 
order was set. Belcher took the win, 
buta sixth in moto one left him third 
overall. Pierce placed second in the 
moto, but his 3-2 wasn't good enough 
to beat Davis’ 1-3 winning score. 

Suzuki pilot Mark Tuker jammed 
into the lead of the first moto of the 
125cc Junior division-one class, only 
to be passed by Cagiva rider Rob 
Sassen. Tuker was hit by Mike Dur- 
bin (Hon) as they negotiated the 
uphill and went down, dropping to 
seventh while Durbin took over 
second, By lap two Sassen had put 10 
seconds on Durbin, and a couple of 
laps later the top four positions were 
set when Steve Hunter passed Jon 
James (Kaw) for third. Sassen crossed 
the line with the win followed by 
Durbin, Hunter and James. 

Sassen grabbed the holeshot in 
moto two followed by Durbin, Tom 
Lamson (Kaw) and Steve Parent. 
Durbin moved in on lap two when 
Sassen slowed down, while Parent 
moved by Lamson for third. Parent 
was eager to pass and pressured Dur- 
bin, but just as he was about to strike, 
Durbin moved past Sassen for the 
lead over the doubles. Sassen dropped 
even farther back when Parent made 
a deperate pass and moved into second. 
Sassen retook second on the top sec- 
tion of the track, and three turns later 
they switched again. This time it was 
for good as Parent held on to finish 
second behind Durbin, who also got 
the overall victory. 

The first moto of the 125cc Beginner 
class had Kawasaki-rider Ricky Forbes 
taking the holeshot closely followed 
by Jimmy Wilkey (Kaw), Anthony 
Aquino (Hon), Daniel Gatt (Yam) 
and John Crow (Suz). Forbes moved 
out to a good lead and went unchal- 
lenged to the checkers. Wilkey fin- 
ished second ahead of Levi Noble. 

Forbes grabbed the holeshot in the 
second moto and went on to another 
runaway win. Crow started in second 
and stayed there for the entire race to 
end up second overall in the final 
standings behind Forbes.

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AMA wants CPSC Commissioner out 


Statler denies 
misconduct

Appearing at the Second-Annual National 
Motorcycle Retailers Association (NMRA) 
State Leaders Conference, Consumer Pro- 
duct Safety Commissioner Stuart М. “Вап 


'em" Statler claimed his ap- 
proach to ATV safety was fair 
and reasonable, denied he called 
for a ban and recall of ATVs, 


and said that he and his wife had been 
misrepresented by Cycle News and 
ATV News. Statler's appearance was 
his most subdued to date and stood in 
sharp contrast to his usual fire-and- 
brimstone, end-of-the-world ap- 
proach to ATV safety in front of the 
general media. While Statler's new 
political approach to the matter kept 
most of the dealer representatives off 
his back, AMA President Ed Young- 
blood spoke up and let it be known 
the AMA's position on the subject; 
Youngblood politely asked Statler to 
seriously consider suggestions from 
Congressman Larry Craig, and to 
resign from his position as Commis- 
sioner. 

After Statler put forth his best 
preppie-in-a-cowboy-bar imitation 
and toned down his views of the ATV 
situation to go along with the gather- 
ing before him, Youngblood let his 
thoughts be known. 

"[ just wanted to say that I'm 
astounded to hear you say in this 
room that you have not reached any 
bottom line decision on the safety of 
the vehicle or any bottom line deter- 
mination,” Youngblood said. ''Be- 
cause I want to assure you that that is 
not the impression that you have left 
on the public. Also I think you can- 
not get off so easily by saying that 
that's a false impression that has been 
generated by Cycle News. I don't 
think Cycle News, or anyone else in 
the press, had any role in your early 
press activities and your involvement 
on (ABC-TV's) 20/20. 

"I want to tell you today what I and 
my government relations staff believes 
about your activities. I don't want to 
reduce this to a yes you did, or no you 
didn't, that's not my intention. If you 
think I'm totally wrong and I'm 
working with misinformation, then 
I think you must give some very 
serious thought to your public recep- 
tion in this matter and the image 
you've established. We believe you 
are largely alone among your com- 
missioners in having preconceived 
prejudice towards ATVs. We believe 
you've been selective in use of infor- 
mation and have in fact stimulated a 
collection of biased information to 
support that prejudice. We think you 
have in fact stimulated a sensational- 
ist media reaction and we believe you 
have abused your position as com- 
missioner and deliberately promoted 
the impression that your views are 
that of a government agency. And we 
believe this process has resulted in a 
waste of public funds and in fact 
impeded the activities of that agency. 

"I suppose that if I'm totally off 
base in making those statements then 
Larry Craig and I will be in equally 
bad company. Let me tell you very 
honestly, the problem I have. If I 
believed that we were going to pro- 





ceed on like this to the end, then per- 
haps I wouldn't be making these 
comments. But I honestly don't 
believe that if the opportunity didn't 
arise you wouldn't walk out of here 
and participate in a media event on 
the steps of this hotel that would 
result in a completely different tone 
and a completely different message 
than you've given-this group today. I 
think it is a very serious problem and 
with no personal malice towards you, 
I think you should consider the best 
way to get this thing back on track, 
the best way to get the industry and 
the agency working together is for 
you to give very serious thought to 
Congressman Craig’s suggestion." 

Statler responded with, “I have 
written to Congressman Craig and 
the copy of my correspondence is 
public. I think he made inaccurate 
statements with much of it appar- 
ently coming out of the press cover- 
age that he chose to read and other 
statements he chose to ignore. I would 
ask that, in taking to the group that 
I've only heard reasonable responses 
from today, and as reasonable men I 
ask that you judge me from what you 
hear from me and not from what you 
read about me in one or other publi- 
cations. 

“I feel that there is a problem here 
and it doesn't help the problem to be 
name calling, to be avoiding the 
problem getting into arguments. I 
think the effort is on track with the 
SVIA and I'm hoping we can get the 
dealers on track by some kind of con- 
certed actions on their parts, saying 
that they're concerned. Put pressure 
on the industry, on the manufactur- 
ers to devote the time to collate the 
resources, to do it jointly if necessary. 
If there is a means for coming up 
with a safer vehicle, to do it because 
the consequences of not acting are 
just much too severe. If from the 
statements you feel I've made, you 
think I've prejudged the matter, let's 
see what those statements are. If you 
in this room today feel I've prejudged, 
and I sensed that from the man from 
South Carolina, then you go away 
with that, well that's okay with me. 
At least you heard from me directly 
and what I've said today is no differ- 
ent from what I've said at any other 
time. 

"In terms of the 20/20 show, I 
don't remember my exact quote but 
I'm sure it was on the order of some- 
thing I've said earlier today. As a 
commissioner of the Consumer Pro- 
duct Safety Commission, I've not 
seen such a dramatic surge in injuries 
in terms of seriousness of injury and 
frequency in terms of any product 
that has ever confronted me as a 
commissioner in six years. I did say 
that, that is true. That was also stated 
by one of our epidemiologists, who 
was the chief person dealing in this 
area since the agency's inception in 
1973. That's a fact and I can't change 
that. That is what I remember telling 
20/20 and I told you that today. 





That’s a pretty serious statement; 
we've dealt with a number of pro- 
ducts and quite a number of serious 
problems. I think we've served the 
American public well in dealing with 
those problems — this is a problem 
that we're now confronting and it is a 
big problem. I’ve tried to keep an 
open mind as much as possible and 
to receive all the testimony, to work 
with all parties who show any inter- 
est in working on the problem. 

“Have you considered the possibil- 
ity that you're wrong, that you over- 
reacted, that it's not neccessarily what 
you see it is? Have you considered 
that as a possibility?" asked Bob 
Combs from the California Motorcy- 
cle Dealer's Association. 

“Yeah,” Statler replied. “First of 
all I'm not altogther unfamiliar with 
your argument. I get that all the time 
from my mother-in-law. She takes 
the stand that basically we don't need 
a Consumer Product Safety Commis- 
sion. Interestingly, people who have 
that attitude, the first time that some- 
thing happens in the context of a 
children's crib or children's toy, they 
wonder 'why did the government 
ever allow that on the market, any- 
way.’ I'm not trying to convince you 
of the need or lack of need of this 
agency; Congress has determined the 
need. I'm personally a risk-taking 
individual, I mountain climb and do 
things my wife and I very much 
enjoy. When I took the SVIA course, 
sure, I had fun on the vehicle, it was 
fun. I would like to someday, when 
I'm convinced that there is a safer 
ATV out there, perhaps to have one. 
We have an ideal location for it and 
now we have a dirt bike, but probably 
in a utility sense the ATV would 
make much more sense. Would I buy 
one right now knowing everything I 
know? No. Yes, it's fun, but that 
notion of fun has to be considered in 
the context of whether the risk is 
more than what I want to take in 
riding a vehicle of that sort. From a 
personal standpoint that's not what I 
want to undertake at this point. 

“The notion that I want to ban this 
vehicle is absurd. That’s not my phi- 
losophy. I’m not a conservative, I'm 
not a liberal, I guess I'm in the mid- 
dle of the road, but the notion of 
banning something entirely doesn't 
fit with me." 

When the question was posed to 
Statler as to why he indicated a ban 
and recall to the ATVs before the 
investigation had begun, Statler, once 
again, denied his published remarks. 

"I have not, and I want to make 
this clear, I have never said that the 
product should be banned." Statler 
said. “Not withstanding the appella- 
tion that has been given me, “Вап 
“ета”, I defy my friends from Cycle 
News and ATV News who sought to 
make this a major issue or my friend 
in Congress, Larry Craig, who attrib- 
uted that position to me. I defy them 
to find that in anything I have ever 
said. 

“I have said that if I were a manu- 
facturer of these vehicles, in view of 
everything I know, in terms of injury 
and death figures, in view of as a 
lawyer what I know, in terms of the 
potential of product liability, I would 
make every effort to conduct the 
research and development to come 
up with the safest possible vehicle 
and try and get back those that are 
already on the market that don't 
incorporate those kinds of safety 
advancements.” 


For the record, Statler has in fact, ` 


in statements that only have one 
reasonable interpretation, repeatedly 
called for a ban and recall of ATVs, 
despite denying this at the NMRA 
meeting. In a March 7 letter, to state 
consumer protection agencies, Statler 
wrote that CPSC “Options range 
...to halting future three-wheeled 











ATV production; to possibly recal- 
ling all such vehicles previously sold." 

In a CPSC hearing in Washington 
on April 3, Statler said “Аз one 
Commissioner, I am so distressed by 
the dimensions of this emerging risk 
based on what we already know, that 
I believe serious consideration needs 
to be given in the months ahead to 
the advisability of seeking a halt in 
future three-wheeled ATV produc- 
tion and possibly recalling all such 
vehicles previously sold.” 

Statler also appeared on the ABC 
television broadcast of the 20/20 show 
on April 25, and was shown on 
camera saying, “The real question is 
why don’t these manufacturers, basi- 
cally four foreign manufacturers, 
recognize the seriousness of this prob- 
lem and cease production immed- 
iately, and possibly recall every one 
of those 1.8 million that are out on 
the market” 

On May 21, in a conversation with 
Cycle News and ATV News Editor 
John Ulrich in Washington, Statler 
denied calling for a ban and recall. “1 
never said that," Statler said. “1 
haven't said we should recall and ban 
ATVs.” Statler went on to tell Ulrich 
that he felt manufacturers of ATVs 
should immediately cease production 
of ATVs and recall those already in 
the hands of consumers, and refund 
full value to people who have pur- 
chased them. 

Although he continues to deny his 
statements of public record, Statler 
didn’t back off on his belief that the 
ATV is inherently dangerous. He 
did, however, change his tune slightly 
when discussing the matter with the 
dealer representatives. 

“ATVs are inherently dangerous,” 
Statler said. “Yes, I have said that. So 
are dirt bikes and so are motorcycles 
and so are automobiles and so are 
chainsaws and so are circular saws. 
They are all inherently dangerous 
and so's a knife, but that is not a 
reason for regulating it, because by 
its very nature it can cause injury and 
death, and that's what inherently 
dangerous means. The issue before 
us and before the court, ultimately, is 
are they unreasonably dangerous? And 
it could well be the presence or the 
absence of a suspension will be one of 
the factors that we will consider or a 
court will consider, whether that gulf 
between inherently dangerous and 
unreasonably dangerous has been 
bridged.” 

Statler also complained about a 
“Smitty” cartoon in Cycle News and 
ATV News, saying that the cartoon 
upset his wife. “Му wife asked me to 
express her indignation to at least 
one of the publications that I heard 
was represented here, Cycle News. 
She didn’t mind any kind of misre- 
presentation to my position, but when 
I was caricatured in the Smitty column 
wearing polka-dot shorts, she felt 
somewhat embarrassed. But what 
really got her juices roiling was when 
she was caricatured as a stick-figured 
hag needling me in the morning as to 
what I should be wearing.” e

Michaud crowned

Lejeune that he beat. The ex-World 
Champion has finally been forced to 
relinquish the title he has held for 
three years, but he didn't let go with- 
out a fight. Lejeune has been runner- 
up to Michaud six times this year, 
and came close to beating him in 
Switzerland. 

In fact, it was at the very last of 42 
sections that Michaud cracked the 
Swiss event. After three laps of 14 sec- 
tions, Michaud tackled the last with 
the result of the trial depending on 
his performance. The two aces were 
neck and neck, but it was Michaud 
who proved himself master of the 
situation when he came back from 
the dead. 

As the French star tackled the ultra- 
tough winding path over steep rocks, 
he became wedged feet up in a nar- 
row slot; undaunted, Michaud backed 
the Fantic downhill almost five yards, 
still feet up, before tackling the gully 
again, and reached the end, cards 
clean, to a tremendous burst of appre- 
ciation from the crowd. 

Based at Grimmialp, the event 
proved to be a tough nut to crack. In 
fact, several sections were eased on 
Saturday when the FIM committee

Saunders 
tops Michaud

Britain’s Steve Saunders took 
his Honda 250 to its first World 
Championship win when he 
cleaned up in West Germany. 


In the final round of the series, 
Saunders had a tremendous opening 
lap through the 17 sections and main- 
tained his superb form through the 
next two laps to clinch victory over 
new World Champion Thierry 
Michaud by seven marks. All year 
Saunders has been wanting to add 
Michaud’s scalp to his collection. 
Michaud remained the only rider of 
the world Saunders hadn't beaten, 
but he finally did it to go into the 
off-season knowing he is in with a 
real chance of top honors in 1986. 

Frenchman Philippe Berlatier fin- 
ished a fine third on the new mono- 





decided they were too tough even for 
a World round. And difficult they all 
were, for without an easy section in 
the trial the scores soared. 

Predominately big rocks, some in 
rivers, some dry outcrop with stacks 
of big steps, slots and tight turns, the 
trial was a good one to watch. 

Michaud led the first lap by two 
marks over Lejeune, with Philippe 
Berlatier, who finally finished third, 
another seven marks back. Lejeune 
faltered on the second lap, but came 
back with a blinder third time round 
to harass Michaud to the end. 

Steve Saunders, having secured 
third place overall in the Series last 
week, had the opportunity to relax a 
little, but still took fourth place 
behind Berlatier. The Aprilia rider, 
in beating Tony Scarlett by nine 
places, relegated the Yamaha man to 
sixth overall in points, a position 
which is still in jeopardy. The new 
Spanish Champion, Luis Gallach, 
could still move up a place in the

shock Aprilia while Belgian Eddy 
Lejeune was fourth — his lowest 
result of the year — riding a Honda 
250 and not his special factory 360. 

And with Lejeune foresaking his 
big bike, all sorts of possibilities are 
opened up for next year. Will the 
Honda giants stick with Lejeune and 
Saunders or will they go after 
Michaud? Only time will tell as they 
aim to get back on the top of the trials 
tree. 

The well-organized round suffered 
a storm toward the end of the first 
lap, which made all the sections more 
difficult for laps two and three. Once 
he had the advantage, Saunders was 
in charge on the slippery rocks and 
with the best score on his next two 
laps, heedged ahead of Michaud who 
matched his first-lap score. 

The rumors circulating in Germany 
that American Bernie Schreiber will 
be back next year — possibly on a 
Yamaha — makes it interesting to 
speculate on what will happen in '86.

Kenny Roberts won both heats of the 
Camel Pro Series season finale at 
Ontario, California, defeating a field 
which included Takazumi Katayama, 
Yvon DuHammel, Steve McLaugh- 
lin, Gary Nixon and Pat Hennen. 
Though Robert's season performance 
wasn't enough to retain the AMA's 
number-one plate, his 1-1 tally 
clinched the AMA manufacturer's 
championship title for Yamaha. For 
1976, the number-one plate would be 
passed to Harley-Davidson's Gary 
Scott. Earlier in the event, Steve Baker 
took his TZ250 to win the Interna- 
tional Lightweight race; the first of 
its kind held in the United States. 


Jimmy Weinert continued America’s 
domination of the 1975 Trans-AMA 
series by winning the second round, 
held at the Mid-Ohio Motocross Park. 
Weinert took his Yamaha to victory 
in the second 45-minute moto to take 
the checkers ahead of the previous 
week's winner Jim Pomeroy, and 
four-time World Champion Roger 
DeCoster. The win made Weinert the 
only American to win more than one 
Trans-AMA event. In the 250cc Sup- 
port class, Jimmy Ellis rode his Can- 
Am to win both motos ahead of 
Honda's Rich Eirstedt and Tim Hart. 


Malcolm Smith returned from win- 
ning the Star Roof of Africa Rallye — 
an event he entered with only a week- 
and-a-half's preparation to an un- 
familiar machine: an essentially stock 
KTM. '"They're all crazy over there," 
said Smith, “They run with 10 and 
12-gallon gas tanks on their bikes. 
Did you ever try to ride a bike with a 
10 gallon tank? You can't do it. You 
can t get the front end light over that 
stuff. With one of my tanks, only 
about 3.5 gallons or so, we set up our 
pits 105 kilometers apart." 


The Double Crossers M/C put on the 
Cal State 100 Enduro in Lucerne, 
California, and caused considerable 
controversy by deliberately calculat- 
ing a 10% error into the speeds and 
distances. “So what," said one offi- 
cial, “а good enduro rider should be 
able to compensate." When the dust 
(and a number of tempers) had settled, 
Husky-mounted Tom Spurlock had 
lost only three points to take first 
place, followed by Rick Munyon and 
Sam Lyman, tied with four points 
each. 


Bob Balentine was the easy winner of 
the Amateur/Expert race at the DRA 
California City Grand Prix, complet- 
ing the 100-mile event without a sin- 
gle serious challenge to his lead. Bal- 
entine finished a full five minutes 
ahead of second-place Jamie Avels, 
who limped across the line with a flat 
ure. Jeff Wright crossed the line in 
third place and first 250cc. 











Hot off his win at the Jack Pine Enduro, reigning 
National Champ Terry Cunningham burned the com- 
petition once again at the Black Coal National Enduro 
aboard his 1986 liquid-cooled Husqvarna 430 Auto- 
matic Enduro.

Alan “Crazy” Christian has been competing on the California speedway circuit 
for 15 years, longer than any other rider. He is a dedicated professional. 
Dedicated first to his wife of 10 years, Vicky, and his two children, Richard and 
Robert. Secondly, he is dedicated to the sport of speedway. 

Don’t look for Christian to show up at any of the speedway parties. While 
other riders are out having a good time, you can usually find Christian in his 
garage, preparing for the next race. Christian is a full-time racer, and he takes his 
racing seriously — very seriously. And it pays off; Christian is the most 
consistent rider on the southern California circuit, and at the time of this 
writing, leads the points standings in the area. We caught up with “The 
Assassin" at the Orange County Fairgrounds, in Costa Mesa, California. He 
took the time to give us one of the most extensive interviews on one of America's 


all-time greatest speedway racers. 


To everyone in southern California 
who follows speedway racing, it seems 
like you have been around the sport 
since its rebirth in the late 1960s. 
Actually you are only 29 years old. 
How long have you been riding here 
in southern California and what 
brought you down from the north? 

I came to southern California in 
1976. I first moved down here when I 
received a letter from Harry Oxley 
inviting me to be on the Costa Mesa 
Eagles in team racing. I have been 
here ever since. 

When did your career start in north- 
ern California? 

In 1971 I started late in the season 
when I wasactually only 15 years old, 
but at that time it was real easy to 
sign up. They didn't ask for birth 
certificates or anything and there was 
no AMA in speedway at that time. 
Counting that year, this will be my 
15th year in a row. 

Nobody else can come near that 
string right now. 

Nobody has ridden that long with- 





out stopping, even Bast has retired. 
In fact, he retired once in 1980 when 
I had my winning streak going, then 
he came back. I don't know of any- 
body who has run that long consecu- 
tively. Some people say (Mike) Cu- 
roso has been around that long, but 
he quit for about three years. 

At the present time there is a definite 
difference in the caliber of rider from 
northern and southern California. 
Was it the same way when you first 
came down here? 

It was that way at that time, too. In 
1974, I won the championship up 
there and I rode up there in 1975, but 
it had gotten to the point where I was 
basically unbeatable and I knew that 
if I wanted to excel in the sport of 
speedway I would have to move 
down here and ride against the best. 
You have raced against all the greats 
in southern California since you 
came down here, including the Basts, 
Penhall, Ferrell, the Morans, etc. 
How does the current crop of riders 
you are competing against compare 
to those from the other years? 





I think now there are more top fast 
guys than there were before. When I 
first came to southern California 
there were really only a handful of 
guys who could win the mains all the 
time, like the Bast brothers and Rick 
Woods. Now there are a lot of guys 
who don't get recognition around 
here that are really fast and are harder 
than heck to pass in Handicaps. I 
used to do really well in Handicaps, 
but anymore you just keep up with 
the pack. There is a fine line between 
the worst guy in a First Division 
Handicap and the best guy. It takes a 
pretty big mistake nowadays to get 
by. 

Why is that? Is the racing more pro- 
fessional? Do riders take it more se- 
riously? 

They probably take it more se- 
riously. 

How much has the sport changed in 
the 15 years you've been riding? 

It has gotten bigger and we have 

more tracks. The bikes are faster and 
parts are more readily available. 
There are a lot more top-caliber rid- 
ers. The USA has really done a lot in 
the world — we've run two World 
Finals now. Before guys started go- 
ing to England, this (southern Cali- 
fornia) was it. Now that is something 
to shoot for. For some guys that is a 
goal. / 
You've tried to help the sport of 
speedway in southern California by 
becoming a member of the speedway 
control board. Why did you join? 

I was on the control board one 
other time and I could never get any- 
thing done then. Basically a lot of the 
riders are really afraid of the promo- 
ters. Almost every night, somebody 
will come up to me with a problem 
and they'll say, 'Why don't you go 
tell the promoter?' They don't want 
to tell the promoter because they're 
afraid they won't be on the program 
any more. I seriously don't believe 
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that — I know all the promoters 
pretty well and I don't think any of 
them would really keep a rider off 
just because he has a stink. I wanted 
to be on the control board because 
I'm not afraid to go to any of the 
promoters, referees or anybody else. I 
would go to bat for any rider who 
would come to me — I really want 
the riders to know that. I wish more 
riders would come to me with a prob- 
lem; I want to try to help them out 
with it because there really is a big 
(communication) gap. I think the 
riders are really intimidated by the 
promoters. I want to be the middle 
man because I don't think the rider 
would be afraid to come to me. 
What have you accomplished since 
being on the board? 

We needed a purse raise, the purse 
wasn't raised for 16 years. I went for 
that this year and got that passed. I 
got it raised $500 — from a $1260 
basic purse to a $1760 basic purse. 
That really helps going to tracks like 
Ventura and Carlsbad that don't pay 
any overage. You can make a lot 
more money in the main events.

Promoter Harry Oxley on Alan Chris- 
tian: “Alan is probably the easiest 
rider we've ever had to deal with at 
Costa Mesa other than Bruce Pen- 
hall. Nobody is as easy to get along 
with as Bruce, so being second 1n that 
kind of company is certainly no 
shame. Alan is totally cooperative in 
every way. If we have something spe- 
cial, Alan is there to help out. Alan is 
a member of the speedway control 
board and donates a lot of his time to 
make sure the riders get a fair shake 
all the way around as far as the rules, 
payoffs and that sort of thing is con- 
cerned. I don't think a lot of people 
realize, since Alan is quiet and 
doesn't toot his own horn, how much 
he does for the other guy.”

At the midway point of the 1980 sea- 
son you picked up STP as a sponsor, 
which seemed to set a new trend in 
speedway. No longer was the corner 
bar good enough to sponsor a rider; 
everyone started hitting up the big 
companies. How did you get in- 
volved with STP? 

I lucked out with STP. It is the best 
thing that ever happened to me. I had 
a good friend at Bell Helmets, who is 
still there, Ed Rothrock. He brought 
Rick Salvino (the son of STP Vice 
President Ralph Salvino) to the races 
and they just liked the way I rode and 
STP wanted to be involved in speed- 
way. They actually came to me 
through Bell Helmets and wanted to 
give me products for running their 
patches. That’s how it started and 
our relationship has gotten stronger 
and stronger. It turned to buying 
leathers and just went on and on. 
Now it’s really a big thing for me, 
and a lot of other big sponsors have 
jumped into the sport now, too. 
Sponsorshipwise, I think it’s really 
helped the riders. 

You also have a number of other 
sponsors and it’s a known fact that 
you market yourself very well. 

Every sponsor that I’ve gotten, I’ve 
always tried to stay behind. I try to 
stay with all of my sponsors every 
year because the relationship gets 
stronger and stronger. You actually 
get more product and more out of it if 
you stay with them. I know a lot of 
riders sell product, or they take a lot 
more product than they need. I just 
don't believe in that. I want to pro- 
mote my sponsors' products the best I 
can. I also send out a monthly news- 
letter to my sponsors to stay in touch 
and tell them how I have been doing. 
I don't try to take, take, take and 
never give. Product sponsors are 
really good and really helpful. A lot 
of people say that with a cable spon- 


sor or a chain sponsor you're not 
getting that much, but over an entire 
season, it really adds up. I think that 
when riders do land a sponsor, they 
should really try to take care of the 
sponsor, give them the best coverage 
they can, and push the product that 
they're using and don't bad-mouth 
it. 
We hear that you're organized not 
only at the track, but off the track 
when it comes to the bookkeeping 
_ end of the sport. How much has that 
really helped you? 

It helps me at tax time a big bunch. 
I have always been a real organized 
person and I try to keep everything in 
its place. Like my garage, I try to 
keep it clean and everything in its 
place so I know where everything is. 
I guess its just the kind of person I 
am. I actually enjoy doing my book- 
work and keeping track of all that. I 
enjoy running speedway as my busi- 
ness because that's all it is. If you 
really want to make a true living at it 
you have to take a professional look 
at it and handle it like a business. 
You race full time and make a com- 
fortable living doing it. Could you 
make a comfortable living racing in 
southern California without your 
sponsors? Can a rider make it good 
without a major sponsor? 

Six months out of the year he 

could. I even work during the winter. 
I wouldn't have to, but I'd go crazy if 
I didn't. A rider could make it with- 
out a major sponsor if he did it right, 
but I wouldn't say he could do it for 
the whole year because speedway is 
only six months out of the year. I 
think while he's racing, it could be 
done. Preventative maintenance is a 
big part of speedway, also. Making 
repairs on your motorcycle before 
things break can save you a lot of 
money in the long run, like replacing 
a rod before the rod breaks and blows 
up your whole engine. 
In 1980 you won the first 13 Scratch 
main events at Costa Mesa; that's a 
record that nobody is ever likely to 
top. How did you do it? 

It starts out when you win the first 
one, then the second. After you win 
two in a row, you think, ‘Well, let's 
see if we can make it three in a row.' 
After three it goes to four and then 
you start to get real serious about it 
and it means much more to you. 
When you go out there, the only 
thing you want to do that night is 
win the main event. That's all you 
have on your mind. 

How much more pressure did that 
stack on you? 

It is pressure but at the time I was 
seeing a hypnotist, I was so mentally 
involved. I found out the old record 
was six. My main thing when I got to 
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three or tour wins was to break that 
record of six. I wanted to win seven. I 
worked really hard on it — I worked 
hard on my concentration, on get- 
ting the gates. You know, at Costa 
Mesa the gates are everything. 

I can't really explain it now, but I 

just wanted it so bad. Then I would 
win it and think ‘Oh, boy, I can do it 
again.’ I never thought it would go to 
13, but it just kept happening. I 
think I had an advantage over the 
other guys because it got to the point 
where I was getting into the main 
events and they were already settling 
for second before the gate even went 
up. I think that's an advantage that 
Penhall had when he was riding. 
Guys were getting up against Pen- 
hall and they figured he already had 
them beat, so they were already work- 
ing on second place before the gate 
even went up. 
When you did it, it was tough be- 
cause the weekly competition con- 
sisted of such riders as Mike Bast, 
Lance King, Gene Woods, and Kelly 
Moran, who started the year here. 
Also Bruce Penhall and Bobby 
Schwartz made appearances here dur- 
ing the streak. 

And (Dennis) Sigalos. 

So there is no denying that you did it 
against the best. 

I did it against all the best. Тһеу 
all came back. Penhall came back a 
couple of times. Sigalos came back, I 
beat them all. I was on my game that 
year. It's just like sometimes you 
have good nights, you have good 
years. I think it's a record that no- 
body will ever even come close to. 
That year you were the top rider by 
far. Then, as usual, your National 
luck struck. What happens to you at 
Nationals? 

(Laughing hard) Well, I don't 

know. I wish I knew the answer to 
that, maybe I would have won a Na- 
tional by now. I don't know what it 
comes down to on that night, I just 
really don't know anymore. I've tried 
so many different attitudes. I think 
last year was my best — I just went 
there like it was any other night. I 
didn't make any special thing out of 
it and I did well, but I had electrical 
problems with my bike. I'm really 
against National number one com- 
ing down to one night. I think it 
should be on overall season points. 
That’s my personal goal, to be the 
points champion at the end of the 
year. 
Your biggest rival had to have been 
Mike Bast. In 1980 the two of you 
actually got into it a couple of times, 
including that memorable fight on 
the track at San Bernardino. He quit 
over a year ago after a battle with 
Harry Oxley about not trying in Han- 
dicap racing. Do you miss the com- 
petition against Bast? 

No. 

For the past few years you only rode 
two nights a week. This year you are 
riding five and you have started go- 
ing to Ventura again. Why? 

Well, the main thing was the purse 
raise that I got through the AMA, it 
really helped. When you're riding 
three nights a week and two of the 
tracks are paying more than double 
the purse of the third track it just isn't 
feasible to ride the track that doesn't 
pay overage. When you throw in two 
more tracks that don't pay overage 
and you get that bonus that I got 
from the AMA for the main events, it 
then makes it feasible to run all the 
tracks. Like I say, my number one 
goal this year is to be the points cham- 
pion — I knew I had to ride all five 
tracks in order to do that. 

You also switched over to the Italian- 
made GM motors for 1985. At the 
start of the season you seemed to have 
a few problems getting adjusted, then 
all of the sudden you started riding

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like a man possessed. In reality you've 
been the most consistent rider on the 
circuit since the end of April. How 
much did the GM have to do with all 
of this? 

Well, I think the GM has helped 
my enthusiasm for racing. I love 
trying new things and a lot of guys 
stay away from them until they have 
been proven by someone else — I'd 
rather be a leader than a follower. 
That’s why I took on the GM to be- 
gin with. I really like the horse- 
power, the powerband of it — it's the 
best speedway engine I've ever come 
across. Аз in any new engine — Faria 
had the same exact problem with his 
new Jawa — 1t takes a while to sort 
these things out. The characteristics 
of the cam and everything are differ- 
ent. It takes a while to sort the gear- 
ing and cam timing when you switch 
machinery. There are a lot of variables 
to look at. Before the season even 
started, I knew it would take me 
about six weeks to really get rolling 
and that's just what happened. 
Really, it went as planned as far as I 
was concerned. The more I ride it 
(the GM) the more enthused I am. 
I'm more enthused about speedway 
racing right now than I have been in 
the last two years. 


What’s the major difference between 
the GM and other speedway bikes, 
including the Godden which you 
rode the past three years? 

The major difference between the 
GM and the Godden is that the GM 
puts out a little more low-end power. 
I can come off the line with less rpm 
and it'll still pull out. Horsepower is 
probably one of the biggest things — 
it just has a lot of horsepower and the 
widest powerband of them all. A 
Weslake has a lot of low-end but no 
top-end. The Jawa has no low-end 
and has top-end. The Godden was 
the best of the three at the time, but 
now the GM has come along and it 
has the widest powerband yet. 


The GM seemed to get you going a 
lot faster at the Long Beach Ameri- 
can Final compared to your previous 
performances. How much of your 
improved performance was due to 
the GM? 

It'sreally hard to go to Long Beach 
because my weight really does give 
up horsepower at a big track. Then 
these guys come back from England 
with these engines that are just like 
dynamite; they're ready to blow up 
any time. The engines have every- 
thing lightened in them. They are 
just full horsepower engines. All I 
did was freshen up my GM for Long 
Beach. Knowing that I had a faster 
bike helped in my attitude and I just 
got out of the gate better and felt 
better. Unfortunately, we don't get to 








run the quarter miles very often. 
How come you never went to Eu- 
rope? 

Well, I almost went to Europe in 

1981, right after my best year in 1980. 
I made high demands because to 
move my family there was a lot 
harder than to just pack a suitcase 
and move. I finally had one promoter 
that agreed to everything I wanted. 
Then a couple of weeks later he 
backed out of the whole deal and I 
ended up not going. Right now I 
have two kids and a wife. I’m very 
happy in southern California, and I 
have no desire whatsoever to go 
there. 
What would happen if you qualified 
at the American Final to race in the 
Overseas Final in England? Would 
you go or give up your spot? 

I will cross that bridge when I 

come to it. 
Compared to a lot of speedway riders 
you are a giant, at 6-feet tall and 175 
pounds. Even though you’re giving 
up as much as 50 pounds against 
your rivals, you are capable of beat- 
ing them. Are you just that good? 

On the smaller tracks we have 
more than enough horsepower to 
use. My years of experience help me 
get my bike working. I work on try- 
ing to get the traction to the ground. 
If you had more horsepower than 
anyone else, it wouldn’t do any good 
if you just sat there and spun it. I 
work really hard on working my bike 
around trying to get traction. That’s 
why I can get away with my size and 
weight on a smaller track.

How has your size helped you? It 
seems that you are a lot more durable 
and seldom get hurt badly enough to 
miss races like some of the other 
guys. 

Again, I think not getting injured 
is just experience. I have gotten to 
where I can look ahead. I think a lot 
of guys in Handicaps are mesmerized 
by the guys in front of them. All 
they're looking at is the guy in front 
of them, they aren't really looking 
ahead at what's going on. I try look- 
ing for holes wherever I can find 
them and I can usually see a crash 
coming before it happens and I'm 
ready for it. I have a reputation for 
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laying my bike down pretty quick 
and that is probably part of it. If a 
guy is out of control in front of me 
sometimes I will really lag back un- 
less I get a big hole to go through. 
The 1985 season has seen the circuit 
expand from three to five tracks. 
How healthy is this for the sport and 
can it thrive with this many nights of 
racing? 

I think it has helped the sport a lot. 
It’s helping more people across the 
state see was speedway is. The only 
thing I can see that hurts it going five 
nights a week is that a lot of the riders 
break a bike or get hurt because there 
is so much racing going on. Kelly 
Moran probably has the worst injury 
record. I really feel sorry for Kelly 
being off so long especially because 
he loves speedway racing so much. 
Early in the season you were burned 
out; now that it’s going you are really 
enjoying yourself. Why were you 
burned out early? 

I don’t know why I was burned out 
at the start of the year, but I really 
was. I think what happened was the 
season crept up on me a lot sooner 
than I expected and I just flat wasn't 
ready for it at the beginning of the 
year. I just wasn’t ready for the five 
nights and it was just kind of hard on 
me at first. Now that I've kind of 
gotten my routine down better, it’s a 
lot easier for me. 

Do you like racing five nights a week 
better than two nights? 

Yeah, I do. The only thing I wish is 
that we would race five nights in a 
row and get two nights off. I can't 
plan a vacation or I can't go any- 
where overnight because I don't have 
two days off in a row. The points race 
is so close I don't dare take a day off. 
What is the future of speedway in 
southern California? What about in 
America? 

I think it'll stay just the way it is. I 
don't think it is going to spread 
across the nation like we all want it 
to, or it would've happened by now. 
Obviously nobody knows just what 
it’s going to take to make it grow 
nationally. I think what might 
happen is that Carlsbad will grow as 
far as that area is concerned. I know 
Ascot is going to grow. I think the 
existing tracks will maybe get bigger, 
but as far a growing across the na- 
tion, I can't see it happening. 

How much longer do you plan on 
racing? 

As long as I keep having top spon- 
sors like STP and my attitude 15 as 
good as it is now, I will keep racing. 
I think I can easily race another 10 
years. Speedway isn't as physically 
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demanding as a lot of other sports. A 
lot of it is just mental and keeping 
the bike and everything in shape. I'm 
doing all my own engine work and 
everything on my bikes this year. I'm 
totally independent from anyone else 
now and I really like that. 

Let's say it is 10 years down the road. 
Will you stay in the sport after you 
retire? 

More than likely. That's really a 

tough question because I don't know 
what's down the road. I can't predict 
the future. I know I'll probably be in 
some sort of racing the rest of my life. 
I know a lot about speedway now. I 
would like to maybe do some en- 
gines, or maybe sponsor some riders. 
There are all kinds of phases that I 
could be in. 
How did you get the nickname 
“Crazy?” Obviously you are one of 
the sensible riders on the circuit and 
far from crazy. 

That started when I was in moto- 
cross, before I even started speedway. 
I had the name Crazy — I was just 
over my head. When I got into speed- 
way, the announcer was Bruce 
Young, who is at Hi-Point Products 
right now. He had been around mo- 
tocross a lot so he knew that they 
called me Crazy Christian. It just 
kind of followed and has stayed with 
me ever since. I think it just goes 
good with my name. I'm certainly 
not crazy anymore. 

The 1985 season is entering the home 
stretch and it seems as though Alan 
Christian is on a roll. 

Consistency is the name of the 

game. If I don't win any more mains 
the rest of the year, I have still had an 
excellent year. I'm very happy with 
the way things have gone. Right now 
Ithink I'm riding just as well as I ever 
have. I just want to make as many 
mains as I can throughout the rest of 
the season and finish ahead in 
points. As far as being on a roll, I'm 
not on a roll at the moment, I'm just 
really consistent. 
You already stated that your main 
goal is to win in points. In early 
October, the U.S. National will take 
place at Costa Mesa. The way you are 
riding now you have to be considered 
one of, if not the, favorite. Is this the 
year Alan Christian becomes U.S. 
National Speedway Champion? 

Is this my year? How do you 
answer a question like that? I cer- 
tainly hope so. This will be my ninth 
consecutive National and all I can 
say is that I'm going to go out there 
and hopefully have my bike in 110% 
shape. I'm going to ride my very best 
and if it happens, it happens. If it 
doesn't, there's always next year. e

Gonzales injured, 
wins anyway

Mercedes Gonzales overcame a broken foot 
to win the 125cc and 250cc Pro titles and 
become overall champion at the Coors Light 
Women's National Motocross Champion- 


ships at Sunrise Cycle Park. To 
win, Gonzales and her Kawa- 
saki had to beat Sue Fish and 
her Yamaha, and the two met 


in both 125cc and 250cc motos. Gon- 
zales rode three motos after breaking 


her foot, and didn't find out it was 
broken until after the race. 

The battle for the 125cc title began 
in the first moto with Gonzales, spon- 
sored by Team Green/Hi-Point/ 
Scott/DMC/Maxima/Dunlop/ 
Shoei/Enzo Racing, taking an early

lead over Yamaha/Malcolm Smith/ 
Dunlop-sponsored Fish. Only split 
seconds separated the two through- 
out the moto, and Gonzales won. 
The second moto was a repeat per- 
formance, despite a broken foot suf- 
fered by Gonzales in the 250cc Pro 
class. 

Fish had an important role in the 
crash that led to Gonzales breaking 
her foot. A blown engine in practice 
threatened to put Fish out of the 
250cc Pro class. But Fish was offered 
the loan of a bike, and quickly swap- 
ped suspension components from her 
bike to the loaner. Fish set the first- 
moto holeshot and put in a strong 
ride for several laps, keeping Gon- 
zales in second. 

But. what might have been in in- 
tense race took a turn when Fish’s 
borrowed 250 choked. Gonzales at- 
tempted to pass but clipped the ail- 
ing Yamaha and bailed, injuring her 
foot. Gonzales jumped up to take the 
win, while Fish fought to start her 
fuel-spewing YZ for almost two laps. 

With carburetor problems sorted 
out, Fish again took the holeshot in 
the second 250cc Pro moto and rode 
off to finish first, with Gonzales 
second to clinch the Championship. 

A rookie to the 125cc Pro class, 14- 
year-old Tara Harrison from Ren- 
ton, Washington (Hi-Point/Bellevue 
Kawasaki), competed on a KX80 and 
finished an impressive and consis- 
tant third. Anxious to switch toa 125, 
Harrison. was optimistic about mov- 
ing up; but asked about it, her father 
said “Not until 1987.” 

Fourth place in the 125cc Pro class 
was hotly-contested with pink- 
leathered Sheryl Fedorow finally 
ahead; she took third in the overall 
championship. 

The lunch break proved unique; 
bathing suits abounded in the warm 
weather, and racers could be found 
doing anything from tending injur- 
ies to welding wrenches to catching 
sleep in lounge chairs. License plates 
from several states could be found 
and some British accents could be 
heard coming from one pit, which 
had the hard-luck story of the week- 
end. Vicky Jackson traveled from 
England to put on a great show for 
fourth in the first 125cc Pro moto, but 
a crash early in the second moto 
ended with a chin injury and an 
ambulance trip. 

After the women had shown them 
how it's done, a special “Pit Tootsie” 
race was held to give the mechanics 
and supporters a chance to show off. 
The 25 “Tootsies” were divided into 
two races. Ken Zahrt led the scramble 
for the Expert win riding for wife 
Tina Zahrt. Nicky Pound, riding for 
Gale Webb, won the Sportsmen’s 
race. In second place, after working 
his way through a field of mixed bike 
sizes, was 80cc rider Terry Swanson, 
riding for Tara Harrison.

Wigg wins in 


Denmark

EBBERS, DENMARK, SEPT. 15 


England's Simon Wigg, who worked hard 
for this lucrative title, won the 1985 World 
1000-meter Long Track Championship, 
when he won his final ride after making a 


flying start from the outside 
trap. This victory goes a long 
way to compensate him after 
his ban from International 


speedway events this year; the ban 
followed a bribe scandal last season. 

America was well-represented by 
1983 Long Track Champion Shawn 
Moran and speedway team captain 
Bobby Schwartz. They both scored 
sufficient points to transfer to the 
day's final; Moran as joint top scorer 
on 17 points, the same as Wigg; and 
Schwartz with 15 points. 'Fhey were 
joined in the sudden death final by 
England's former long track cham- 
pion Peter Collins, West German 
Egon Muller and Czechoslovakian 
Jiri Stancl. 

The line made for grand finale, 
with Wigg and Moran both on 17 
points and the rest of the field all 
with 15. A run-off would have occured 





if either Moran or Wigg finished in 
third place, but it wasn't to be. Wigg 
shot like a bullet from the unfavored 
outside gate position, sweeping across 
the rest of the line-up on the rain- 
soaked, heavy 1000-meter track. As 
Wigg went out of sight down the 
straightaway, Stancl tucked in behind 
and in third spot was Schwartz. 
Schwartz quickly moved into second 
position, with Moran taking fourth 
place. However, the little jockey lasted 
only one lap until retiring with mech- 
anical problems. That finished Mor- 
an's hopes of regaing the title that he 
won in 1983; it also meant that he had 
finished in fourth place for the meet 
with 17 points. 

That put the pressure on Schwartz, 
who has ridden in only one open 
long track meeting besides the world 
qualifiers this season, to gain a ros- 
trum place. He rode hard, keeping 
behind leader Wigg, a worth cham-

pion who was far gone. Then disaster 
struck the Americans a second time. 
Schwartz's rented machine (a God- 
den, Zierk) just blew apart on the very 
last lap while he was holding second 
spot, which would have left him with 
the silver medal. Schwartz had to be 
content with sixth place overall, fin- 
ishing with a total of 15 points. 

Controversy had rained over the 
final round long before the start 
when the Danish govnering body 
(the DMU) seeded Finn Jensen to the 
final as host nation, instead of 1984 
double champion Dane Erik Gun- 
dersen. The host club, Esberg, had 
protested strongly that without Gun- 
dersen (who is from Esberg), the club 
would face financial ruin, as was 
shown in the poorest-attended long 
track final for many years, with just 
8000 people. Gundersen was injured 
in the semi-final stage, so failed to 
qualify. 








Schwartz was disappointed at his 
final result, but also pleased consid- 
ering how little experience he has at 
long track racing, and was full of 
praise for the winner, ''"Wiggy knows 
his business and fully deserves his 
victory.” 

It was Schwartz who helped Wigg 
just a little to win the title for the 
semi-final stage. Schwartz purposely 
filled in West German ace Egon 
Muller, who at that stage was two 
points clear of Wigg. While Schwartz 
was full of praise for Wigg, he was 
also sure that the title could have 
gone to Moran, who twice broke the 
track record before Wigg gained that 
credit, also. °

Yanks roll on in 


England

IPSWICH/SWINDON, ENGLAND, SEPT. 5/8 

After England had lost to the Americans by 
10 points at the opening round in the mud of 
Belle Vue, then went on to hold the Califor- 
nians to an eight-point victory at Ipswich 


before crumbling completely 
at Swindon, going down 24 
points, 66-42, to the overjoyed 
Yanks. Swindon was the clos- 


ing round of the three-race England 
vs. USA Speedway Test Series. 

The Americans were on the win- 
ning track after a 3-0 whitewash in 
the series against England. They took 
their sequence to six test victories 
after their 66-42 win at Swindon. It's 
thesecond consecutive season they've 
won the series with England, and 
they have now lost only one of their 
last eight Internationals against 
England. 

'The Americans' success came des- 
pite injury to former world number 
four Kelly Moran, and in the final 
test at Swindon, Bobby Schwartz 
withdrew after four rides with a knee 





injury received at the previous test 
three days earlier at Ipswich. His 
decision to retire meant a chance for 
water ski champ Mike Rooney to 
complete his first ride at Interna- 
tional level. Rooney received a stand- 
ing ovation as he crossed the finish 
line, even though he was at the back 
of the field. 

Schwartz's injury came as he was 
leading the race in heat 10 at the Ips- 
wich test, when he crashed through 
the safety fence and was stretchered 
off the track. Up until then, he had 
contributed a valuable seven points 
toward his team's eight-point victory. 

Lance King and Sam Ermolenko 
proved to be the Americans' best pair- 
ing scoring 28 between them. Ermo- 
lenko even had an engine failure in 
heat five, which gave England a 5-1 
maximum heat win and put the score 
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Lance King was the top point- 
scorer at Swindon, with 17. 


level at 15 points each. That revival 
by England, however, was short-lived, 
as in the next race, Moran and Rick 
Miller responded with their own 5-1 
race win to put the Californians back 
on the winning track. That was re- 
peated in heat eight by King and 
Ermolenko and by the halfway stage, 
the Americans had a 10-point advan- 
tage. Their only setback came in race 
11 when King got himself excluded 
for touching the tapes and Ermo- 
lenko fell, leaving reserve Miller to 
follow home England’s Phil Collins 
and Richard Knight. That left the 
scores England 30, USA 36. The 
Americans’ lead was further reduced 
to four points after race 13 (37-41), 
but from then on, they gradually 
increased their winning margin for a 
final result in the second test of Eng- 
land 50, USA 58. 

The third and final test of the 1985 
series held at Swindon, was a com- 
plete shambles for England, though 
they had been unable to call on the 
services of number one rider Kenny 
Carter, who was injured in the Inter- 
continental Final. And with Interna- 
tional Chris Morton refusing to ride, 
John Davis feeling bitter about get- 
ting so few rides in the previous tests, 
and top class rider Simon Wigg off 
contesting a big grass track meeting, 
it was no wonder the home side was 
left feeling as though their cupboards 
were bare. But that’s no excuse for the 
Americans’ triumphant win. Nothing 
could have stopped a whitewash by 
the bubbling Yanks. 

The Swindon track was very slick 
and gating was obviously crucial 
with very little passing after the first 
bend, King looked almost unstoppa- 
ble. He dropped his only point to 
England's young rising star Kelvin 
"Tatum in race five, and was backed 
by double figures from Moran (13) 
and Schwartz (10). A succession of 
three 5-1 race wins out of four races in 
the early stages were the springboard 
to a crushing of the lions. Schwartz 
and Cook obliged first in heat four, 
followed by Moran/Miller in race 
six, before Schwartz and Cook repeat- 
ed their heat four maximum in heat 
seven. England could offfer little res- 
istance, and only Tatum received 
double figures for England, with 12 
points. 

It's all very sad for England, once 
the leader on the International scene, 
but their policy of youth will pay 
dividends. е

Warren wraps up 
Colorado SX title

GREELEY, CO, SEPT. 20 

At the final round of the five- 
race Sports Riders Association 
of Colorado/Pepsi/KUAD 
Supercross Series in Greeley, 
Randy Warren (Yam) was the 250cc 
Pro class champion and the only 
rider to successfully defend his title. 

Warren went in trailing Terry Kyle 
(Yam) by one point, but a second- 
place finish behind Jim Mitchell 
(Hon) sealed the championship in a 
protest-marred main. Tim Buchli 
(Yam) could only manage a fifth- 
place finish, but had enough of a 
points lead to claim the 125cc Pro 
championship. Andy Atkins (Yam) 
entered the race tied for first with Bill 
Perriton (Kaw), anda perfect 1-1 tally 
gave Atkins the 80cc Expert crown. 

In the 250cc Pro heat, Dave Newell 
(Kaw) grabbed the holeshot, with 
Warren in fourth ahead of Kyle. By 
lap three, Warren was in second and 
far off Newell’s pace. Mike Knupp 
(Yam), in his first race this year, was 
on the move in fourth behind Kyle. 
Newell won the four-lap qualifier 
ahead of Warren and Knupp, who 
dropped Kyle to fourth on the last 
lap. Mitchell also led his heat from 
flag to flag, while South Dakotan 
Bill Stork (Hon) pressed early before 
fading at the end. 

When the pack exited turn one of 
the main, Mitchell was out front, 
trailed by Warren, Stork and Kyle. By 
lap two of the eight-lap race, Mit- 
chell was in command with Warren 
holding back Stork and a fast-charg- 
ing Newell, who had gated seventh. 
Meanwhile, Knupp was picking off 
riders and reached fifth after passing 
Kyle. On the next circuit, Newell was 
in third and Kyle was getting pres- 
sure from another South Dakotan, 
Dave Molder (Yam), for sixth. Posi- 
tions up front held during the next 
two rounds, but Molder had passed 
Kyle for sixth. With two laps remain- 
ing, the leaders were having serious 
problems with lapped riders. Mit- 
chell was darting back and forth 
through the maze, but his pursuers 
were losing ground as they diced 
with each other. Knupp, however, 
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Randy Warren (2) beat Terry Kyle (3) to take the 250cc Pro title in the 
SRA's Colorado State Supercross Championship at Greeley. 





used the lappers to reach second, and 
Stork repassed Newell for fourth. On 
the last lap, Mitchell was comfort- 
ably in front, with Knupp in second 
ahead of Warren and Stork.

He remounted five seconds off Per- 
riton's pace and just ahead of Jared 
Ramsour (Kaw). On the next lap, 
Perriton hopped a berm and high- 
sided, allowing Atkins to scoot back 
into the lead. Perriton desperately 
tried to catch up, but his efforts only 
led to numerous mistakes on the 
technical course. Although he slipped 
further off Atkin's pace, he still fin- 
ished second ahead of Ramsour. 

With everything on the line as 
round two commenced, Atkins was 
up to the task. He nailed the holeshot 
ahead of Perriton and Ramsour. Per- 
riton bobbled in the deep whoops 
after the first turn and Ramsour took 
over second. Ramsour took the lead a 
bit later, and the threesome went 
fender-to-fender for the next two laps. 
Then Ramsour lost control after the 
doubles, allowing Atkings to retake 
the lead. However, the threesome 
stayed close as they approached the 
doubles again. Perriton passed Ram- 
sour in mid-air, but when they dove 
into the sharp left-hander after the 
jump, Ramsour crowded inside tak- 
ing them both out. This left Atkins 
free to cruise home to an easy win, 
while Ramsour remounted in second 
where he finished ahead of Perriton.

Benedetti jumped to the front of 
the pack of screaming 125s to begin 
the second round. For three laps, he 
had a commanding lead until Matteo 
caught fire and started a charge. On 
the fourth lap, he was closing ground 
fast, and by the last lap, he had his 
wheel just millimeters from Benedet- 
ti's rear tire. Benedetti won the moto 
and the overall with Matteo taking 
second overall. Paschal finished the 
moto in third and earned third overall. 

Honda rider Chris Chapman led 
the entire first moto of 250cc Juniors. 
For the first two laps, he was out in 
front all by himself, but then the 
other front runners all began to close 
in. By the white-flag lap, it was a 
good four-man race for first among 
Chapman, Consentino Matteo (M-S), 
Mike Palumbo (Hon) and Jimmy 
Bartoli (Hon). Chapman bested his 
challengers, and they filed across the 
line in that order except for Rex 
Smith (Hon), who came up to pass 
Bartoli and finish fourth. 

The second moto was again a fierce 
four-man race for first. This time 
Bartoli was in the lead with Chap- 
man, Honda rider Dave Nealon and 
Palumbo all in tow. On the fourth 
lap, Nealon worked his way past 
Chapman and into second. On the 
last lap, Nealon set Bartoli up and 
made a pass on the inside of theright 
hander before the rockers. That left 
Bartoli and Chapman to fight it out 
to the finish line — and even beyond 
the finish line. After bumping several 
times in the S turns just before the 
finish line, Bartoli got the advantage 
and took second with Chapman be- 
grudgingly taking third. Chapman 
bad the last laugh, however, as he 
took the overall with his 1-3. Bartoli 
was second overall and Palumbo was 
third. 

Perhaps the best race of the night 
was the 500cc Intermediate contest. 
Tim Harris (M-S) got the holeshot 
and led the pack until the S turns 
before the TT jump when Greg Bend- 
er (Hon) shot up from third to first. 
Larry Gross (Yam) tailed Bender all 
five laps, while Harris fell off the 
pace and faded back. Bender, feeling 
the pressure of Gross behind him, hit 
short on the double jumps and got 
out of shape. He lost a little time but 
still beat Gross to the checkered flag. 

The second moto holeshot was 
taken by Gross, and although Bender 
came close he was never able to pull 








off a pass. Then on the last lap, Bend- 
er’s fate was sealed when he went 
down in a turn to give Gross an easy 
solorun to the finish line. Gross took 
the overall victory, Bender was second, 
Harris was third, and Blane Chambers 
(Suz) from Wahiawa, Hawaii was 
fourth.

Hannah, Hicks 
storm Idaho

BOISE, ID, SEPT. 14-15 
A "little" more competition 
was added to Mark Hill's assault 
on the Idaho State Motocross 
Championships.this weekend. 
Bob Hannah and Jeff Hicks were 
invited, and they showed up! The 
Hurricane and ace privateer Hicks 
were in Boise at the behest of the 
Owyhee Motorcycle Club to help 
promote the current four-race State 
Championship series. Riding exhibi- 
поп in the 250cc Expert events, the 
pair of World-class riders put on a tre- 
mendous show for local race fans. The 
event started with Saturday night's 
supercross, held under the lights on 
the newly-constructed track inside 
Boise's famed T T circuit, then moved 
outdoors to Clay Peak on Sunday. 
With Joe Wright away campaign- 
ing the Trans-Cal Series, it was 
apparent early on that even the fastest 
available Idahoans were no match for 
Hannah and Hicks — except perhaps 
for Corey Barton (Kaw), who raced 
with Hannah only in practice. Bar- 
ton rode virtually unopposed in the 
125cc Pro class, and ran with the 
Open Experts rather than the 250s, 
eliminating a confrontation with 
Hannah and Hicks. Barton started 
with a couple of other125s (about 20 
seconds after the big bores left) and 
still lapped every 500cc machine on 
the track before 10 laps were over. On 
the Open bikes, Larry “Action” Jack- 
son overtook and passed Jim Lyngar 
(Yam) in moto one, then held on for 
the win. In the second Open Pro heat, 
Jackson was playing catch-up to the 
flying Lyngar when the sub-frame 
started parting company with the rest 
of his CR500. Larry had to pull over 
for a DNF and leave the evening's 
overall Open title to Lyngar. 








When it came time for the 250cc 
Pros to do their thing, the healthy 
crowd moved up tight on the fences 
to get a better look at the impending 
clash between local hotshots and 
national riders. Hicks and Hannah 
burned out of the hole, with Hicks 
and Mark Hall (Yam) doing a bit of 
the bump-and-run. Hicks lost effec- 
tive use of his footpeg in the encoun- 
ter, but it didn't slow him down too 
much. Hall hung on for a couple of 
turns and then went down trying to 
edge in on Hicks. With Hall out of 
the way, the Honda riders simply ran 
away from the field, leaving Hall, 
Lyngar (Hus), Todd Peugh (Suz) and 
Hans Kirschner (Kaw) to fight for 
third. Hall established a solid third 
and, though he was still losing a 
couple of seconds per lap to Hannah 
and Hicks, put some distance on the 
rest of the pack until a bolt came out 
on a rear suspension strut and side- 
lined him for good. Hannah and 
Hicks gave the crowd everything they 
wanted with incredible sky-shots over 
the jumps and full-on exhibitions 
through the whoops. Hannah won 
the first moto with Hicks in hot 
pursuit. 

Another National contender, Bob 
Krah (Kaw), again dominated the Vet 
Expert motos. Krah, who placed 
second in class at the AMA Amateur 
Nationals (Loretta Lynn MX), showed 
nothing but rear tire to the other 
Expert Old Guys Saturday night with 
wire-to-wire wins, war- whoops and 
cross-ups in both motos. Krah (pro- 
nounced ““Кгау”) would likely have 
won the Vet overall in Tennessee had 
the scheduled third moto of that 
event not been cancelled. Krah won 
the first moto, then backed off after a 
second-race spill put him into third 
and figured that another first or 
second would give him the title. 
When that last moto was dropped 
from the program, Krah's chances 
went with them. Krah is easily lead- 
ing the Idaho State Championship 
points race with overalls in three of 
four events so far. 

Hicks got the holeshot in the final 
moto and, along with Hannah, de- 
parted instantly from the company of 
the Idaho Experts. Hicks and Han- 
nah had a tremendous dice for the 
entire 10 laps of the energy-charged 
race and, with delirious fans scream- 
ing them on, roared to a close finish 
with Hicks getting the win by a bike- 
length or two over Hannah. 

Rain left the Clay Peak track in 
excellent shape for Sunday's event, 
and as the 250cc Pros gassed it up and 
headed down the chute for the first 
moto start, it was Hicks grabbing the 
holeshot. Hannah got bumped wide 
into the turn and was temporarily 
bottled up coming up a slight hill 
into a lefthander. Mark Hall (Yam) 
went down seconds later, leaving 
Todd Peugh (Suz) alone with Hicks

* and the rapidly-approaching Han- 
nah. Peugh couldn't stay on the pace 
long and it was quickly another 
"Hannah 'n' Hicks" show on the 
track. Hicks held off the pressuring 
Hannah for a couple of laps as the pair 
berserked around the circuit. Han- 
nah nearly lost it at one point when 
his back end caught a bump wrong 
and Kicked out; but he saved it and 
the race for the lead continued until 
Hicks fell. 

“I just hit a spot where it was soft 
on top and harder underneath,” said 
Hicks. Hicks was up and cooking in 
no time, but Hannah was long gone. 

In the second moto, the Honda- 
mounted pair again ran away with it 
all. Mark Hall finished third again to 
effectively win the overall points for 
the day in his continuing quest for 
the Idaho State 250cc Pro MX Cham- 
pionship. Jim Lyngar (Hus) followed 
Hall home with Suzuki riders Todd 
Peugh and Dan Huskey in tow. 

"Action" Jackson won the Open 
Pro class aboard a borrowed Kawa- 
saki 500. Lyngar and Dan Lees (Kaw) 
had a good bash for second place in 
the first moto while Corey Barton 
(following a 30-second wait on the 
line) came flying around on his 125. 
Barton easily ran and hid from his 
nearest pursuer, newly-Expertized Sid 
Morris (Suz), who later fell hard but 
remounted to finish. Once again Bar- 
ton lapped the entire field of Open 
bikes (except Jackson) in the 20- 
minute race. Open Pro moto two was 
another Jackson show as he left Lyn- 
gar and Lees to once again fight for 
second. In theoverall, it was Jackson, 
Lyngar, Lees, in that order. 

Mini B's wereon the track for their 
first moto when Richie Reynolds 
(Kaw) and Justin Dennett (Yam) got 
into it. Swapping the lead several 
times in the first two laps, Reynolds 
and Dennett were pressured by Byron 
Vance (Hon) until Reynolds started 
to take command. Pulling away from 
the other crazed ll-year-olds, Rey- 
nolds grabbed the first moto win after 
Dennett crashed in a corner. Rey- 
nolds’ luck didn't hold up, however, 
and in the second moto, problems 
relegated him to fourth overall. Byron 
Vance got the win, and second over- 
all went to Angela Davis. 

Krah simply outclassed the Vet 
field with a 1-1 showing for the day, 
while Mike Anderson (Kaw) motored 
to an overall in the Vet B class.

Hart looked to be a good bet for the 
win, but on the first lap stalled and 
dropped to eighth, well behind the 
incredible battle for first between 
Lange and Keller. Mini Expert speed- 
ster Paul Winn was again riding with 
the Pros in an exhibition-status ride 
and held down third to the finish 
behind Lange and Keller. Gary Beyer 
(Kaw) and John Buyas (Kaw) rounded 
out the top five. 

Moto two was led from start to fin- 
ish by Lange. In second rode Beyer, 
much to the delight of the local fans 
who urged the Kawasaki pilot on 
until Keller swept past to seek out 
Lange. But Lange was well on his 
way to a comfortable margin that he 
would take to the checkers over Keller, 
Winn, Beyer, Buyas and John Wood- 
ley (Kaw).

Under unseasonably cool and 
pleasant riding conditions, 
John Ferro won the California 
Racing Club's Gullywhomper 
Enduro. 

Ferro managed to turn in the only 
zero of the day on his Honda CR500, 
at .96 for first overall, and first Open 
AA. Fast rising Donnie "Sponsors" 
Simone made a big mistake and drop- 
ped his only minute in the loop, but 
still managed to take his nearly fin- 
less KDX 200 to a zero second loop to 
redeem second overall, at 1.86. Mark 
Anderson took his aging Yamaha 
IT490 to first Open A and third over- 
all, at 1.88. Skip Cristy brought the 
sound of valves into first Open A 
Four-Stroke, and fourth overall on 


his KTM,. at 1.93. Rick Daniel, who ' 


was alleged to have had a zero score 
late in the event at Lowell “Spoof” 
Spiva’s check, had to settle for fifth 
overall, third AA at 1.98 оп his Husky. 

Several riders who used computers 
that don’t use rollcharts and didn’t 
catch the route sheet error of break 
time between loops, found themselves 
out of luck. The first of these was Jim 
Bollingmo Jr., but he still managed 
to climb back up to sixth overall, first 
AA/Vetat 1.138. Pete Postel delivered 
the mail on his Honda XR250, tak- 
ing seventh overall and first 250cc AA 
Four-Stroke at 2.107. Jack Labrum 
won the 250cc A/Vet at 2.117, and 
eighth overall. Wife Kathy had a 
good ride going until she got a com- 
mon IT200 malady: flat rear tire (tiny 
rear tires come stock). Jack Simmer- 
man took ninth overall, followed by 
Kurt Butler. 

Loop one eased off at 18 mph for 
three miles on the southernside of the 
Rand Mountains. At 5.6 miles, as 
summer layoff riders got the saddle 
feeling again, speeds kicked up to 21 
mph up to Rand Mountain Ridge, 
dropped back to 18 mph for 1.6 miles, 
and the first of nine checks came at 
9.5 miles, for the beginning of the 
first of the day's three Special Tests. 
The first mile stayed at 18 mph 
through rough slate outcroppings 
near Sydney Peak, then jumped to 36 
mph through canyons and rolling 
hills for an unusually long Special. 
Checkout came at 14.9 and a free time 
(not a reset) of 10 minutes. Recharged 
riders turned north toward Kohn Dry 
Lake at 18 mph for 6 miles, then 
south through a large and wide sand- 
wash north of Park C. An especially 
well-placed checkpoint at the top of a 
hillat 24.4 ended several riders' hopes 
of good scores by burning them.

leo Road. The 30-mile marker saw 
speeds dip to 18 mph through some- 
what featureless terrain for two miles. 
At 32.1 miles, the speed changed to 
2] mph again, and paralleled Rands- 
burg Mojave Road back to camp. At 
34.9 miles, instead of 36.3, the afore- 
mentioned loop break ended up being 
an actual 25 minutes (not 27). 

Loop one overall winner was Jamie 
Riker, who also took his Yamaha to 
first 200 C-16 at 2.157 dropped. Betty 
Lennox (Holdridge) took a KDX 200 
to first C Woman at 4.253 and second 
overall, beating first B Woman Dawn 
Pacha by a full minute. Rounding 
out the top five were Ryan Stenberg, 
first C Mini, who also beat first B 
Mini Joey Toste, but only by three 
seconds, at 5.316 dropped. Hard luck 
trophy of the day had to go to top 
placer Heath Hibbard who was, under- 
standably, not available for comment. 
His race ended after the first loop, 
another computer/break time victim. 

Loop two fed fresh riders through 
a 36 mph Special Test right off the 
downhill off-camber start. After rid- 
ing through the Slate Mountain area, 
the checkout came at 3.6 miles, fol- 
lowed by another 10-minute reset on 
Rand Ridge. Despite an excellent 18 
mph speed average, a well-placed 
check on a drop-away slope to the 
right caught the largest number of 
riders of the day for a burn. 

The course then dropped off the 
north side of the ridge down the Fre- 
mont Valley. At 14.4 miles, the speed 
jumped to 24 mph in a long downhill 
sandwash, then squeezed down to 18 
mph quickly at 15.6 miles by the 
water tanks and a mine. Heading 
west over an old worn-out trail, riders 
doubled back on Fremont Road at 
18.9 miles, where the speed changed 
to 36 mph. More burns, and several 
riders called ‘foul’ because of no 15- 
mile marker. But the speed change 
was noted, .6 miles later. If CRC did 





in fact get tricky, it was in this third 
Special Test section, where riders 
could go faster than the 36 mph 
speed. But the course got progres- 
sively rougher and tighter, before 
finally going up a hand-mined canyon 
to the check-out at 24.3 miles, and an 
afterglow cruise mode of 18 mph into 
a five-minute reset. Most of the days 
flattened tires found their mates in 
this last Special. 

Finishing easily as many riders 
liked, the course turned east toward 
Randsburg, following a telephone 
line up to Hadley Mine. With a speed 
changeto 21 mph at 30.3 miles, riders 
enjoyed a view of Government Peak 
before dropping to 18 mph south 
through a very narrow canyon and 
back up another long ridge to the 
microwave tower. After keeping rid- 
ers wide awake down an even more 
tricky canyon sweep, an easy cruise 
took ribbon-followers back towards 
Randsburg to the finish at 41.5 miles. 

Overall winner John Ferro stated, 
"I was happy to see there were three 
Special Tests. I wish they would 
either speed them ир а bit, though, or 
make them tighter. The third Special 
was technical, and excellent. The 
7:00 am start was good.” 

Jeff Tibbetts, B Open Four-Stroke, 
commented, “It was a great course. 
The second loop could have been a 
little tougher, but I still had a lot of 
fun." Dana Bell, another "computer 
victim,’ said,“‘A fun, fun race. Despite 
such a gorgeous day, the 7:00 am start 
is good insurance. I had a super ride 
despite riding the second loop blind."
